Washington, D. C., Feb. 21,—[Special.]— 
With only ten days of the session of con- 
gress remaining, the outlook from a repub- 
lican standpoint ie far from encouraging. It 
is usual at this time to predict an extra ses- 
sion, so that the old heads here are inclined 
to believe the senate will slip out of its diffi- 
culties in some way. 

The statehood bill blocks the way appar- 
ently more than ever before. Republican 
leaders have proposed several complicated 
compromises, no one of which seems to be 
satisfactory to the democrats. Neither side 
has obtained any real advantage, but Mr. 
Quay’s followers thus far absolutely have 
prevented the ratification of the Panama 
canal treaty, and they are in a position to 
continue to prevent its ratification until after 
March 4. 

They are quite willing to allow the ordinary 
appropriation bills to go through, but proba- 
bly will insist on a test of strength over the 
statehood amendment to the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill. 

In order to secure a ratification of the Pan- 
ama treaty the republican managers had 
gone about as far as they dared in the way of 
concessions to the statehood crowd. Their 
original proposition was for two states and 
they hold to that still, but are willing to 
modify the general enabling act in such a 
way that Oklahoma may be permitted to 
annex the Indian territory after existing 
treaties have expired, and also that the 
combined state of Arizona and New Mexico 


sary population is obtained, providing both 
the United States government and the por- 
tion of the new state known as Arizona 
shall consent to partition. 

There is a bare chance that the democrats 
may aecept this latest compromiee, although 
when the senate adjourned tonight no one of 
them would admit it. The prospects are, 
therefore. that the Panama canal treaty as 
well as the Cuban reciprocity treaty will 
both fail. In this case an extra session of 
the senate will be absolutely necessary, and 
a similar session of the house is almost as 
probable, because of the necessity of secur- 
ing the ratification of the Cuban treaty by 
congress, such ratification being indicated 
in the treaty itself. 3 3 

In view of the visit here of Gov. Cummins 
of Iowa, who is one of the best known advo- 
cates of tariff revision on republican lines, 
rumor has begun to spread around the capitol 
to the effect that if there ts an extra session 
it will include both houses of congress, and 
in that case the president will send in 
a special message suggesting some changes 
in the tariff. It is hinted that the idea ofa 
maximum and minimum tariff, which was re- 
ferred to by Senator Dolliver, might be ac- 


cepted as the best solution of the difficulties 


which have beset the way of reciprocity. 
Many European nations have adopted the 
idea of a general tariff law, prescribing two 
rates of duties. Reciprocity is secured mere- 
ly by giving to the favored nation the lower 
prescribed rate. This does away with any 
necessity for specific negotiations, and it 
is believed the maximum and minimum 
tariff idea would have the approval of the 
best posted men in congress. 

The visit of Gov. Cummins, of course, has 
nothing whatever to do with the congres- 
sional situation, but the story is current that 
while he is here he will make it his business 
to expound“the Iowa idea to the members of 
congress, with the object of impressing upon 
them the necessity for a rational revision 
of the tariff in case there is an extra session 
of congress. ‘ | 

Many shrewd leaders besides Chairman 
Babcock approve of this plan. They think. 
the tariff should be revised merely by elim- 
inating prohibitory duties and getting all 
rates down to the Basis of actual protection 
to the laboring man, wiping out every penny 
of advantage to manufacturer which tends 
to create or foster a monopoly. Many of the 
political leaders who have tariff revision on 
the’ brain say if anything at all is to be done 
in this direction it should be at a special 
session, so as to enable people to under- 
stand it thoroughly, before the issues it 
creates become involved in the whirlwind of 
a presidential campaign.

so long before the convention.

There is another bit of political gossip 
which centers around the belief that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt does not want the convention 
next year to be held anywhere east of the 
Alleghenies. Philadelphia took good care 
of the convention in 1900, and New York has 
been a constant applicant for the honor. It 
is well known now that the president’’ own 
state may not be any too enthusiastic for 
him. His greatest strength comes from the 
far west and from the agricultural states in 
the Mississippi valley. On this account his 
warmest friends would like to see the con- 
vention in that section, and they are said to 
prefer Chicago on the ground that it can ac-

BAT LIVES FOR 32 YEARS 


“Leather Wing” Rodent Immured in 
Brick Wall of Baltimore Building in 
1871 Still Lives. L 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—A 
small wooden box in a building in Charles 
street holds captive a bat of the ordinary 
‘leather wing species, which, according to 
all accounts, has had the remarkable expe- 
rience of being immured within a brick wall 
for the last 32 years and is yet alive.

POWERS UNABLE 
10 HOLD TURK. 


Sultan Is Likely to Have a| 


Free Hand in Putting 
Down the Uprising 
in Macedonia. 


MEANS WAR IN-BULGARIA. 


Russia, Unable to Induce Austria 
to Join Her Plans, Turns 
to France for As- © 
sistance. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—At the moment of this 

writing no news hag been received of the 
presentation of the scheme of reforms to 
the sultan which is to take place today. It 
would be without precedent if the porte 
should yield gracefully without protest to 
any recommendations which he is certain 
to regard as an interference with his prerog- 
atives within his own dominions. ! 
_ The last week in March was the date fixed 
more than a month ago by the Macedonian 
committees for the beginning of insurrec- 
tionary hostilities. The rapid development 
of the situation may have changed this plan, 
but even if the Austro-Russian scheme of re- 
forms is entirely acceptable to the Mace- 
donians, which it is not, there remains no 
time to secure the sultan’s acceptance with 
sufficient guaranties of its genuineness. 

Enough has transpired, however, in regard 
to the powers’ demands to make it clear that 
they will entirely fall to check the revolu- 
tionary program. The most they tan now 
expect is that their acceptance will furnish 
a plausible justification to the powers if 
they stand aside and permit the Turk to sup- 
press with ruthless severity all attempts at 
an uprising. 

Bulgaria Likely to Fight. 

This, of course, refers strictly to the Mace- 
donian situation. There remains the Bul- 
garian situation, which will be the real 
source of resistance to Turkish rule. All 
information from Sofia in the last few days 
agrees that Prince Ferdinand and his gov- 
ernment stand alone in their “‘ correct’ atr 
titude assumed by the action resulting in 
the arrest of the Macedonian leaders in Bul- 
garia. The population almost unanimously 
supports the insurgent movement, and it 
will probably be impossible to restrain them 
from joining the hostilities to an extent 
which will involve Bulgaria in a war against 
Turkey. | 

It is this contingency which involves the 
greatest danger in the situation, and the 
most far reaching consequences of the fail- 
ure of Russia and Austria,,as well as the 
other powers, to reach a full agreement re- 
garding action when the threatened develi- 
opments occur créates a grave crisis, 


: Austria Breaks with Russia. 
Active negotiations are proceeding, but in 
the absence of definite information regarding 


the pour parlours of the last few days it | 


would be folly to indulge in any forecast. 
One thing is quite clear, Russia, having 
failed to arrange matters with Austria, has 
induced her ally, France, to take an active 
role, and Foreign Minister Delcasse has vir- 
tually announced that France will take a 
promipent part in the development of the 
whole eastern question. 

Meantime the sultan may be depended upon 
to take full advantage of Russia’s embar- 
rassment and a possible future deadlock. 
It may suit his purpose to secure the non- 
tnterference of the powers by granting the 
mild reforms requested as soon as the inseur- 
rectionary movement becomes inevitable, 
and then go ahead, subdue Macedonia, 
and thrash Bulgaria also. He is quite able 
to do this, and it is difficult to see how Rus- 
sia, in the absence of a legitimate excuse and 
without the assent of Austria, Germany, and 
BEngiand, will be able to go to the assistance 


-of Bulgaria. On the other hand, if Russia 


is desirous of such an excuse the develop- 
ments of an active campaign will hardly fail 
to yield sorne pretext forintervention. Then 
in the absence of an agreement, Aus- 
tria’s role of keeping the other powers from 
interfering naturally devolves upon France. 
It becomes more evident daily that the porte 
expects to have plenty of fighting on hand 
presently, no matter what direction the sit- 
uations develop, | 

France Takes a Hand. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Feb. 21.—The Macedonian question 
continues to agitate public opinion. The 
trend of feeling now is that the French gov- 
ernment, already having taken the initiative 
and honorably fulfilled the French mission 
of humanity by being the first to bell the cat, 
may await events with a clear conscience. 
It is considered highly creditable to French 
diplomacy that, the reform program drawn 
up by the French consul at Salonica and sub- 
mitted to the powers by M. Delcasse, the min- 
ister of foreign affairs, should be the one in 
eubstance adopted by Russia and Austria as 
the mandate of the powers that signed the 
treaty of Berlin. 

It is an odd coincidence of oriental politics 
that the American money paid for Miss 
Stone’s rangom is being employed by the 
Bulgarian committees in aggressive acts to 
incite the Turks to reprisals on the Mace- 
donians of the Bulgarian race. 


Old Servia Demands Reforms. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

VIENNA, Feb. 21.—The Neue Freie Presse 
prints an interview with King Alexander of 
Servia on the Macedonian question. The 
king declared that if the proposed reforms of 
Austria and Russia are to be really efficacious 
they must include not only Macedonia but 
old Servia, where the Christian population 
has suffered both from the licentious cruel- 
ties of the Mohammedan and Albanian ele- 
ments, as well as from the disturbances which 
have been organized by the Macedonian com- 
mittees. The king is strongly opposed to 
granting autonomy to Macedonia. 


Germany with the Powers.

lighting plants and the transportation Ines 
of Greater New York. The plans upon which 
the Standard Of! interests have been quietly 
at work for years are now practicaiiy com- 
plete. 


This great monopoly includes not onty the | 


gas and electric lighting plants of New York 
and Brooklyn, but the surface electric rail- 
ways, the new subways, and the elevated 


| railroads. 


These interests have for years controlled 
the Consolidated Gas company, 
since its purchase of. the New Am 
sterdam Gas company, Standard Gaslight 
company, and New York Gas and Electric 
Light,, Heat, and Power company in 1900, 
has had a monopoly of the gas and electric 
lighting business of this borowgh. 


In Control in Kings County. . 

The Brooklyn Union Gas company, which 
furnishes all the gas used in Brooklyn, is 
also dominated by Standard Oil interests. 
It is understood that this corporation is, 
within the immediate future, to take over 


“the Kings County Electric Light and Power 


company, which is the consolidation of all 
the electric light companies of Brooklyn, and 
which is controlled by Anthony N. Brady, 
director of the Consolidated Gas company, 
and his friends.

SHOOTS MOTHER’S SUITOR 
TO PREVENT A WEDDING. 


Harry Larch Probably Fatally Wounds 
Robert Eastward—Four Bullets Take 


Effect—Young Man Escapes. 


Angry because he believed his mother was 
about to be married a second time, Harry 
Larch, 23 years old, shot and probably 
fatally wounded Robert Eastward, the al- 
leged suitor. The shooting occurred in the 
Larch apartments at 2004 State street. | 

Eastward was taken to 8t. Luke’s hospital, 
where he was found to be suffering frm 
four wounds, and the physicians said he 
probably would die. Larch escaped, and at 


midnight had not been captured. 


Eastward, who is 53 years old, boarded 
with the Larch family for several years. 
He went to St. Louis last Friday and re- 
turned last night, and about 10 o'clock met 
Tiarry. The two men sat at a table, and 
suddenly there were four shots. 

H. L. Weiss, who with his wife occupies 
front rooms in the house, also ran into the 
room where the shooting occurred, and found 
Harry Larch kaning over the prostrate 
form of Eastward, revolver in hand, while 
Mrs. Mary Larch, the mother, was begging 
her son not to shoot again. 

Weiss attempted to secure the revolver, 
but Larch broke away and ran into the hall- 
way and down the stairway. The hail was 
crowded with the alarmed occupants of the 
building, and the fugitive knocked aside 
women and children and struck at the men 
who trted to prevent his escape. Hereached 
the street in safety and disappeared. 

All four shots took effect. One bullet 
entered Eastman’s neck on the left side, the 
second pierced the beft temple, the third en- 
tered the right chest, penetrating the right 
lung, and the fourth struck the right erm a 
little above the elbow. The wound in the 
temple is considered the most serious, 

Eastward lost consciousness at the hos- 
pital, and, though at times he revived, at 
no time was he able to make a statement. 
He is a carpenter and his assailant a lather. 

Every available policeman in the Twenty- 
second street station was instructed to be on 
the lookout for Larch, and a message con- 
taining his description was sent to every po- 
lice station. In the opinion of the police 
the shooting was without provocation. 3

Behind the bars of the Hyde Park police 
station, accused of theft, the Rev. Lamertine 
A. Hall, once a minister under the direction 
of the University of Chicago divinity school 
and ex-pastor of a Baptist church at Council 
Bluffs. Ia., as well as of the Central Baptist 
church of Wichita, Kas., yesterday told of 
his career from pulpit to police station. 

The prisoner is the father of Fred Hall, 
the University of Chicago athlete, who holds 
the two mile running record uf the west. 

Hall wept as he told his story. He said 
that hard work since he left the ministry had 
‘made him temporarily insane, and that he did 
not know what he was doing when he com- 
mitted the thefts. He was arrested on com- 
plaint of S. A. Rourke. a storage warehouse 
man, at 88 Fifty-fifth street. Hall had 
‘apartments above the warehouse, and 
Rourke, who says he missed many articles 
of furniture from the warehouse, finally 
caught him taking away a chair. 

Arrested a Second Time. 

Hall secured his release on bail, and late 

Friday night was arrested again while en- 
_deavoring to move some furniture from his 
apartments in an express wagon.

How Nation Can Court Disaster. 


“The nation that is rich, that is so high 
spirited as to be somewhat careless of giv- 
ing offense. and that yet refrains from that 
preparedness which is absolutely necessary 
if efficiency in war is ever to be shown— 
such a nation Is laying deep the foundation 
for humiliation and disaster. 

'“ As a people, whether we will or not. we 
have reached the stage when we must play 
a great part in the world. It is not open to 
us to decide whether or not we shall play 
it. All we have to decide is whether we 
shall play it well or ill. The part is before 
us. We have to play it. All that it rests 
for us to do is to say that we will play it 


well. 


“This nation has by the mere trend of 
events been forced into a-position of world 
power during the past few years. It has 
responsibilities resting upon it here in the 
occident and in the orient as well. It can 


-not bear tHese responsibilities aright unless 


its voice is potent for peace and justice, and 


“***?te voice can be potent for peace and jus- 


tice only on condition of its being thor- 
oughly understood that we ask peace, not 
in the spirit of the weakling and the craven, 
but with the assured self-confidence of the 


just man armed. 
Lesson Learned by People. 


**So much for the lesson to be learned by 
our people from the movemem in which the 
erection of this building is a part. 

** Now a word to the officers and enlisted 
men of the army. The last two or three 
years have witnessed a notable awakening 
in our people to the well being of the army. 
Our people are understanding as never be- 
fore the fact that the army, like the navy, 
will do well in war mainly in proportion as 
It has been prepared wellin peace; that after 
the war has begun it is too late for us to 
prepare for the victory.

Washington's plea, which for 110 years was 
disregarded by our people. And again, the 
first long stride has been taken toward the 
modernization. toward increasing the effi- 
clency of the army in accordance with mod- 
ern methods as devised by Gen. Sherman

Takes Time for Reforms. 


“Tt takes time and thought and care to 
work out necessary reforms. They don’t 
come inajump. All kinds of obstructions of 
deliberate purpose, obstructions of mere 
inertia, obstructions of carelessness have to 
be met with and overcome, but at Jast they 
are overcome, if oniy a sufficient intensity 
= purpose lies behind those backing the re- 

orm. 

“And now these great steps have been 
taken. Methods have been provided for se- 
curing the increased efficiency of the army, 
and it rests with the army itself to profit by 

what has been done. 

“More and more it has become evident in 
modern war that the efficiency of the unit, of 
the individual officer, and the individual en- 
listed man is going to be the prime factor 
in deciding the fate of fought flelds. 

“The exercises of the barracks and the 
parade ground do not make 5 per cent of the 
soldier's real work, and do not count for 5 
per cent in his real efficiency. They are 
spectacular, serve a good purpose, and must 
be well done, but they count for but the 
smallest part in the qualities, the sum of 
which makes the army effective or ineffect- 
five in actual service. 

“ Officer and mah alike must be trained to 
the highest point Im the theory and in the 
practice of the profeseion. The forces of 
mere truism say that if they are trained in 
the theory without the crowning of practice 
they will amount to nothing, but they must 
have the training and the theory, too. They 
must have that training or they never can 
veach the highest standard of perfection in 
their art. 

“The army of the United States is, and it 
is not desirable that it should be other than 
a smail army relatively to the population of 
the country, but we have a right to expect 
that that small army shall represent for its 
size the highest point of efficiency of any 
army in the civilized world. And I have the 
most absolute faith that to that degree of 
efficiency it will attain and that it will attain 
it in no small part because of the wise and 
Zealous use it will make of the opportunities 
afforded by the erection of this bullding.”’

Today's ceremonies marked the 
of a project which has been "hows nt yma 
president, Secretary Root, and others ‘inter- 
ested in the advancement and thorough 
training of the United States army. 

While the foundation of the new structure, 
which is to be unique, has only just been be- 
gun, the plans contemplated by the war de- 
partment and by congress include the con- 


, Struction of an entirely new set of buildings 


on the arsenal grounds. - Among other struc- 
tures there will be a hospital, barracks, offi- 
cers’ quarters, and an administration build- 
ing, all to be handsome and of the most ap- 
proved architectural design. The army war 
college grounds have.been selected as the site 
of the statue of Frederick the Great, which 
Emperor William has p to present to 


on, the people of the United States. 


Secretary of War Root. who delivered the 

longest address of the day, said: 
“ Not to promote war, but to preserve peace 
by intelligent and adequate preparation to 
tepel aggression, this institution is founded. 
Jt is a growth and not a new departure. It 
ds a natural and necessary deveiopment of 
‘the views with which Gen. Grant established 


ie 


i 

the artillery school at Fortress Monroe, Gen. 
Sherman established the infantry and cav- 
alry school at Fort Leavenworth, and Gen. 
Sheridan established the school of applica- 
tion for cavalry and ight artillery at Fort 
Riley. 

“The growth of separate institutions had 
reached a point where their efficiency could 
be increased and the results of their work 
could be utilized best by bringing them into 
relation as parte of a general system of mili- 
tary education under the Inspection and 
supervision of a single codrdinating and con- 
trolling body, and by supplementing their 
work with a post-graduate course which 
should carry their best men onward along 
the lines of research and of thought by which 
experience and theory combine to the making 
of skillful commanders of armies. 


Army Gradually Improving. 

“Such a system the army is now putting 
in force as rapidly as possible. The con- 
trolling and directing body is the War col- 
lege board, consisting of five officers of rank 
specially detailed and the chief of engineers, 
the chief of artillery, the superintendent of 
the West Point Military academy, and the 
commandant of the Leavenworth school, 
all under the presidency of that gallant, ex- 
perienced, and able soldier, Maj. Gen. Sam- 
uel B. M. Yqung. Under their direction the 
school at Fort Leavenworth has been re- 
established and reorganized as a general 
service and staff college, with the school at 
Fort Riley as an accessory schoo! of appli- 
cation. The special service schools have 
been re@stablished. A system of schools has 
been established at the principal posts and 
is being extended to all the considera- 
ble posts of the country, under which a 
compulsory course, following a prescribed 
curriculum, is required from al). junior offi- 
cers. 

“It is a céOmmon observation, and a true 
one, that practical qualities in a soldier are 
more important than a knowledge of theory, 
but this truth often has been made the ex- 
cuse for indolence and indifference, which, 
except in rare and gifted individuals, de- 
stroy practical efficiency. It is also true that, 
other things being equal, the officer who 
keeps his mind alert by intellectual exercise, 
and who systematically studies the reasons 
of action and the materials and conditions 
and difficulties with which he may have to 
deal, will be the stronger practical man and 
the better soldier. ted 


Benefit of a General Staff. 


“No better illustration of the necessity of 
such’an institution as this, and of a general 
staff to make its work effective, can be found 
than in the fate which befell the work of a 
soldier ‘to whose memory I wish to pay 
honor today—Brevet Major General Emory 
Upton, colonel of the Fourth artillery. Grad- 
uated from West Point In the year 1860 he 
became, while almost a boy, one of the most 
distinguished officers of the civil war. He 
commanded successively a battery of artil- 
lery, a regiment of infantry, a brigade of 
infantry, a brigade of artillery, and a divis- 
fon of cavalry. Constantly in the field, he 
exhibited in camp and march and in scores 
of battles dauntless and brilliant courage, 
strict and successful discipline, and the 
highest qualities of command. | 

**Many another officer has studied and 
striven and written and appealed in vain for 
improvements in the military service, and 
has passed away, and he and his work have 
been forgotten. The helplessness of the 
single individual who seéks to improve a 
system has settled into hopelessness. The 
wisdom acquired in each officer’s experience 
has been buried with him. Onty an insti- 
tution perpetual, but always changing in its 
individual elements, in which by conference 
and discussion a consensus of matured opin- 
ion can be reached, can perpetuate the re- 
sults of individual effort, secu continuity 
of military policy, and command for Its au- 
thorized, conclusive expressions of military 
judgment upon military questions the re- 
spect and effectiveness to which that judg- 
ment is entitled,’’ 

Gen. Young Praises Americans. 

Gen. 8. B. M. Young, who is to be prest- 
dent of the war college, in his address said: 

“It is said by ‘one of the most careful 
writers and-military students of our mother 
country that ‘the main qualities which 
characterize the American soldier from the 
European soldier are shrewdness, strength, 
valor, and personal intelligence. The nat- 
ural initiative of the American and the gen- 
eral fearlessness of responsiblitiy are as 
conspicuous among the soldiers as in the 
nation at large.’ 

* When we contemplate the colossal sac- 
rifice of human life in the federal and con- 
federate armies during the civil war on the 
altar of patriotism and love of country, for 
principles which, although diametrically op- 
posed, were equally dear to their hearts, wo 
are profoundly impressed with the inherit- 
ance of grand qualities in our people which 
enable them to give their lives a willing 
sacrifice for their country. This unselfish 
patriotism displayed by the soldiers of our 
country during the civil war commanded the 
admiration of the world. Neither northern- 
er nor southerner considered his life tne 
most precious of earthly possessions. 


Duty to Coming Generations. 


“We owe it to the memory of those brave 
patriots who sacrificed their lives on the field 
of glory that we might live and enjoy the 
government of the most beneficent of na- 
tions. Rather than assume that soldiers 
are consumed by an inordinate and blood- 
thirsty ambition, it is better to believe that 
& man who has been brought up from his 
youth to render loyal obedience is less likely 
to run counter to constituted authority than 
one who has not. Our armies in Cuba, tn 
Porto Rico, and in ‘the Philippines turned 
over their conquests to civil officers as soon 
as war had | 

“The art of war is dificult. To apply 
strategic principles correctly the commander 
must be able to accommodate strategy to 
political exigencies. 

“ The fate of a battle may sometimes de- 
pend on a matter that would appear of sma]! 
importance to the uneducated soldier. 
Knowledge gained by study. or born of ex- 
perience, or that which is better—study and 
experience—is essential in. preparation for 
war. The best means to avert war is to be 
fully prepared for it.”

commodate more people than any other city 
outside of New York, and that as a natural 
consequence it will draw an immense crowd 
from all the surrounding country, and thus 
produce a desirable Roosevelt atmosphere 
which could not be obtained in New York 
City. 

Melville W. Miller of Lafayette, Ind., will 
be appointed assistant attorney general for 
the department of the integlor to succeed 
Willis Vandevanter, who has been appointed 
on the United States circult bench. This ap- 
pointment was decijed upon after Senators 
Fairbanks and Beveridge had decided to in- 
dorse Mr. Miller, who is editor of one of the 
daily newspapers of Lafayette. Mr. Milleris 
a graduate of De Pauw university. 

Senator Fairbanks and his colleagues on 
the public buildings committee are now en- 
gaged in framing an omnibus bill, which will 
contain provision for authority to increase 
the limit of cost of the Chicago postoffice 
from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000. While Speaker 
Henderson has tacitly agreed to allow tnis 
measure to go through after all features 
providing for new buildings and new sites 
have been eliminated, it was deemed best, in 
the interests of economy, to have the senate 
pass upon the bill before the house does so. 
It was feared if the house adopted the bill 
first the senate would load it down with 
appropriations amounting to several million 
dollars, and it would be impossible to get the 
senate to agree to any reduction. Jt was 


believed if the senate originated the bill 


the appropriations would be kept within 
reasonable limits, and it would be an easy 
matter to control the house so as to prevent 
an incrense over the figures fixed by the 
senate. This program has, therefore, been 
agreed upon, and Senator Fairbanks will 
be prepared to report the measure to the 
senate early next week, and be ready to take 
it up as soon as the badly mixed situation 
will permit. 
«* 

Among the items in the general deficiency 
appropriation bill reported to the house to- 
day is one providing for the appropriation 
of $128,500 for the construction of barracks 
for four companies of infantry at Fort Brady, 
Mich., to replace the buildings destroyed by 
fire recently. Provision is also made for the 
appropriation of $5,000 for subsistence for 
the Soldiers’ home at Danville. The total 
appropriations provided by this measure are 
$13,691,356.

SENATE TALKS CANAL TREATY. 


Whole Day Again Is Spent in Executive 
Session Discussing the Plans for 
, the Big Ditch. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—The senate 
spent nearly the entire day in executive 
session discussing the Panama canal treaty. 

Mr. Quay again took the floor and said he 
desired to present certain reports, but he 
was indisposed, and, therefore, would like 
to have them read by the clerk. There was 
no objection and the reading clerk according- 
ly began the reading of a long report on the 
question of isthmian canals which Mr. Quay 


sent up. 

The consumed three hours, and 
after this was concluded Mr. Pettus made a 
brief speech directed principally at what he 
termed the repeal of the Spooner act by the 
treaty. He contended that asa lega) proposi- 
tion the appropriation made by the Spooner 
law for the purpose of securing “ perpetual 
control *’ of the canal would not be available 
under the treaty providing merely for a lease 
of the canal strip. He also said that the 

people would not be satisfied with 


anything less than a thoroughly American 
cahal, one which could be defended at all 
times, which the Panama canal could not be 
under the terms of the treaty. 


Congress Can Remove Obstacles. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut took issue 
with Senator Pettus as to the effect of the 
treaty, saying that he believed here were no 
legal obstacles in the treaty to the acquisi- 
tion by the president of the canal zone, but 
he contended that if there were any such 
obstacles they could be removed by another 


act of congress, reappropriating the money. 


During the day Senator Morgan secured 
consent to the removal of the injunction of 
secrecy from the amendments to the treaty 
which have been offered by him. Most of the 
important amendments already have been 
given publicity, but he offered two new ones 
today. 

One of these provides for an agreemen 
between the contracting parties that noth- 
ing contained in the treaty shall be con- 
strued to alter the terms of the Spooner act. 


Would Ignore Papal Rule. . 

The other amendment Is as follows: 

** It is agreed that in respect for the rights 
of citizens of the United States under their 
constitution, and for the present humane 
state of the Christian religion, in which the 
ordinances and proscriptions of the Spanish 
inquisition have no place or tolerance, that 
the provisions of the concordat of 1888 be- 
tween his holiness Pope Leo XIII. and the 
government of Colombia, and the laws en- 
acted by Colombla, or that hereafter shall be 
enacted in furtherance or execution of said 
concordat, shall not apply to any citizen of 
the United States in Colombia or to any per- 
eon who shall be in the service of the United 
States, or to any officer, agent, or servant 


J of the United States who is in any way en- 


gaged in the construction or operation ofa 
canal or the Panama railroad, under the pro- 
visions of this treaty.” 


House Talks Fowler Bill, 

The day in the house was devoted to de- 
bate upon the Fowler currency Dill. Mr. 
Fowler, the author of the measure, spoke for 
over two hours. The other speakers were 
Messrs. Thayer of Massachusetts, Lovering 
of Massachusetts, Lewis of Georgia, and 
Prince of Illinois. The genera! conviction 
that the bill has no chance to become a law, 
andthe fact that there are divergent views on 
both sides of the house, detracted from the 
interest in the debate. 


BRIDGE FIGHT GOES TO COURT. 


Residents Along Illinois and Michigan 
Canal Draw the Line on Keep- 
ing Them in Repair. 


Joliet, Ill., Feb. 21.—At a meeting today 
of representatives from towns and cities 
along the Illinois and Michigan canal it was 
decided to appeal to the Supreme court of 
Illinois for a settlement of the quastion of re- 
sponsibility for maintaining bridges over the 
canal. The bridges were built and kept in 
repair for many years by the canal commis- 
sioners, but the attorney general of Illinois. 
has ruled that this burden may be put on 
the towns and cities along the waterway. 
The commissioners agreed to submit i... 
question to the Supreme court. ‘

But the chief fault found with Augustus 
by some of his colaborers in the “’ organiza- 
tion” lies in the fact that Augustus is the 
sponsor for so many bills of drastia4 char- 
acter.’ It was supposed by the men who did 
not know Augustus that the pledge madd by 
the men who organized the house concerning 
Opposition to ‘‘ bad bills’ wculd be binding 
on the statesman who is exceedingly close to 
Mr. Lorimer. 


Has Many Measures Introduced. 


But Augustus has a large and diversified: 
constituency, and has introduced as many

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| INDICTED COAL OPERATORS 
CALLED FOR TRIAL TUESDAY. 


Judge Chetlain Overrules Motion ‘to 
Quash the Charges and Sets Cases for 
ing—Summons Special Venire. 


Indiana coal operators who were indicted 
on charges of conspiracy must stand trial 
before a jury, and the cases will be called 
before Judge A. H. Chetlain next Tuesday. 
After a motion to quash the indictments 
had been overruled the court directed that 

a special venire of 100 men be summoned to 
papbat on Tuesday, when the work of secur- 
ing a jury will begin. . 

In support of his motion ex-Judge Russell 
M. Wing, for the operators, alleged that the 
indictments were faulty. They do not set 
forth a criminal charge, he said, but accuse 
corporations of conspiracy when corpora- 
tions cannot conspire, and they do not show 
that the companies indicted have ever been 
incorporated in either Nlinois or any other 
state. 

Mr. Wing also contended there should be 
no trial of any kind, because the defendants 
had. been called on to furnish . evidence 
against themselves. An affidavit from Wal- 
ter S. Bogle was read to this effect. These 
arguments were combated by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barnes. 

In overruling the motion Judge -Chetlain 
declared that a corporation could be indicted 
and punished the same as an individual. 
He also said Mr. Bogle was not forced to dis- 
close the operations of his company with 
the Indiana operators. 

It is expected that the cases will be fought 
bitterly, and that several weeks we be con- 
sumed in hearing.

It has been done forthe last thirty 
years in practice and nothing said against it.’’ 

Judge Hutchinson said he had nothing to 
do with the amendment. ‘I saw a draft of 
Judge Stein's bill,’’ said he. As I remem- 
ber it, he read it tome. I didnot suggest any 
alterations, and the whole matter slipped 
from my mind until I received copies of the 
bills from Senator Campbell. I con’t know 
who put in the amendment providing for a 
nomination by the committee, but it looks 
to me asif it were put there to kill the bills, 
It certainly wa's indefenctble.”’

While Mrs. Donald McLean 
of New York state is said to be the most 
aggressive member in the association, her 
most intimate friends say she is in no wise 
opposed to Mrs. Fairbanks, and will propose 
that Mrs. Verplanck'’s amendment be passed.

PHYSICIANS TO ACT.

Grand Jurors to Question 
Thomas Byrne, Who Heard | 
Alderman’s Statement. 


HE ALONE CAN ACCUSE. 


At Meeting of Official and Archi- 
tect When the Bribe May 
Have Been Asked. 


On the testimony of Thomas Byrne, who 
has been summoned to appear before, the 
grand jury on Tuesday, depends the result 
ef the investigation into alleged irregular 
qonduct of Ald. Frederick A. Hart in con- 
nection with the passage of the high build- 
ing ordinance. Mr. Byrne was present at a 
conversation between Hart and Ernest R. 
Graham, one of the architects of the First 
Nationa] Bank building. This and. other 
meetings with Hart, the architect declared 
to the grand jury, were free from any solici- 
tation of a bribe on the part of the alderman. 

Aithough four persons, including Mayor 
Harrison, have told the jury of direct charges 
made by Mr. Graham, this testimony, it is 
declared, can do no more than to affect the 
credibility of the testimony of Mr. Graham. 
Tt is understood that Mr. Graham will be 
given another chance to appear before the 
jury and explain, but it is not expected that 
he will change his testimony. : 


‘All Depends on Byrne. 

“ Mr. Byrne is the only person who may be 
able to give us anything on which to base 
an indictment in that phase of the investiga-, 
tion,’’ was the statement made by a member 
of the jury. “‘ We can take no official notice 
of what Mr. Graham may have told others 
concerning Ald.

something said by Hart about other alder- 
men, there was nothing said in the way of a 
demand formoney. Mr. Byrneis expected to 
gpettle the dispute, and if he confirms the 
statement of Mr. Kent the jury may find in 
his evidence something on which to base 
charges. 

Testimony of Mayor Harrison. 


Mayor Harrison was before the grand jury 
at the morning session and told how Mr.

“The ordinance commended itself,” said

FEAR LOSS BY CHIMNEY FIRES. 


Underwriters Apprehensive Because of 
Change from Hard to Soft Coal— 


Salt as Extinguisher. 


Fire insurance men in Chicago are dreading 
a large number of dwelilng house fires later 
in the winter as a result of the accumula- 
tion of soft coal soot in chimneys not built 
for the use of such fuel. ‘Frank F. Holmes, 
secretary of the National Association of Lo- 
cal , sugegsts that if chimneys catch 
fire quickest and surest way to put the 
fire out is to throw a few handfuls of com- 
mon salt into the stove or furnace. Mr. 
Holmes said yesterday: 

‘‘“We are already getting an increased 
number of defeetive flue fires, which are at- 
tributed largely to the greater use of soft 
coal. 


‘* When the soot in a chimney catches fire, it 
may burn out without setting fire to the build- 
ing if the flue is well constructed, butif there 
is any imperfection the fire may spread. 
The thing to do is to put out the fire in the 
chimney, and this can be done by throwing 
galt into the stove or furnace. The gases 
given off by the combustion of the salt kill 
the fire, as a rule.”’ ,

OBITUARY. 


‘MRS. NANNIE KERFOOT BECKWITH, 
widow of Franklin H. Beckwith. died at 118

GEORGE F. BAILEY of New York died 
in that city yesterday, aged 84.

TO REVIVE BOXING. 


EFFORTS ARE MADE TO RESTORE 
PUGILISM TO FAVOR. 


Alli 


Frawley Bill in New York Would Put 
the Ring Sport Under Control of 
State Commission with Power to 
Eliminate Undesirable Characters 
from the Game—Attempt at Similar 
Movement in Illinois Is Being Con- 
sidered by Local Promoters. 


(BY GRORGBH ‘SILER. 

The much talked of New York boxing bill, 
fathered by Senator Frawley and introduced 
in the assembly last Thursday, establishes 
a State ‘‘ athletic commission "’ to supervise 
boxing. 

By its terms the governor is to appoint 
three persons to constitute a commission to 


serve without pay beyond necessary ex-— 


penses. Any corporation or association de- 
siring to conduct sparring matches must 
apply annually to the commission for a 
license, For all contests there must be two 
judges and a referee, a decision must be 
given in each contest, and, before enter- 
ing the ring, each fighter must be examined 
by a physician. No betting and no sale of 
liquor are to be allowed in the building and 
all tickets must be sold at the box office at 


regularly advertised prices. A tax of 5 per 


cent of the gross receipts is to be paid an- 
nually to the controller. The number of 
rounds is limited to ten and the gloves are 
to weigh not less than ten ounces, 

The bill has the right ring to it and if 
Frawley can railroad it through there is no 
doubt he will see to it the sport is kept free 
of jobs or fakes. The bill, however. provides 
that the sport be kept clean, in so far as the 
commission has power to refuse permits to 
clubs which conduct contests other than 
**on the level.”” It is also empowered to bar 
fighters, managers, and promoters who en- 
gage in shady transactions and any associa- 
tion that has dealings with any man or 
party of men whose name or names appear on 
the undesirable list will be requested to step 
down and out. 

The strongest section of the bill is that 
which calls for the licensing of fighters and 
managers. This is to keep out of the state 
objectionable persons whe may in the past 
have been mixed up in some fraud. Should 
this section of the bill be enforced it will 
bar Jim Corbett, Kid McCoy, Joe Gans, Joe 
Walcott, and other fighters, besides a number 
of promoters and managers who assisted in 
killing the Horton law. The only stumbling 
block is, it is thought. the governor, who 
appears to be averse to boxing. 

There is a movement on foot among Chi- 
cagoans directly interested in boxing to se- 
cure the passage of a bill similar to that in- 
troduced by Senator Frawley in New York. 
The prime movers are the leading members 
of the Liberal league and several well known 
promoters. Reports from Springfield say the 
governor has never been against boxing, and 
that his reasons for making his fecent stand 


against the game was because the laws of 
the state were being vidlated. It will be re-. 


membered that in his recent manifesto to 
Sheriff Barrett he said: ‘ If the laws on box- 
ing are too stringent, amend them.’’ 

The object of the men who are pushing the 
bill is to have the commission, if appointed, 


grant permits to cities with a population of. 


not less than 25.000. Also to have the limit of 
rounds set at ten, and to barevery fighter and 
manager who has been mixed up in crooked 
deals. The result of the movement will be 
awaited with interest. 


The wave of pugilistic reform which recent- 


ly struck Chicago has reached Boston and 


Oakland, Cal. In the Massachusetts city the 
police intend to test the legal standing of 
clubs which for severai months have been 
holding boxing contests. Numerous war- 
rants against alleged promoters of fights, the 
boxers, and men named as club officiais and 
directors, have been issued and served, and 
court hearings are now in progress.

bantamweight champions of America and 
England, will battle ten rounds for the 
world’s champoinship title in their class. 
The fight will be the first international ban- 
tamweight contest since Terry McGovern, 
in 1809. defeated Pedlar Palmer in one round 
at Tuckahoo, N., Y. | 

This battle, althougmit went down in ring 
history as a bantam weight championship 
affair, was fought at catchweights because 
of a twenty-four hour postponement. Terry, 
however, assumed the titleand when he grew 
into a featherweight he handed the cham- 
pionship over to his sparring partner, Danny 
Dougherty, whom Forbes defeated twice, in 
two and four rounds, respectively. 

The coming contest, from a Chicago point 
of view, looks like a clean cut victory for 
Harry, principally because the class of fight- 
ers sent here from England the last few years 
were no better than third raters, and also be- 
cause little is known of Tokell’s pugilistic 
abilities. Forbes’ decisive victories over 
nearly all the boys he has met since he de- 
feated Dougherty make him appear, in the 
eyés of his numerous admirers, almost invin- 
cible. There is no dodging the fact he isa 
wonderful little fighter—scientific as they 
make them, cool. game, determined, and 
withal the possessor of a knockout punch. 
The only line on Tokell is his record, which 
shows a clean score of victories, With twen- 
ty-four knockouts in twenty-eight battles. 
In: his list of victims are some of the best 


positive he ranks above the ordinary. 
Andy is 24 years old and has been in 
the boxing game nine years. He began when 
15, boxing in booths at country fairs and 
meeting all comers.

TRAIN IN SNOW AT MEMPHIS. 


Cold Weather Does Not Prevent Work 
of Thoroughbreds Being Conditioned 
at Montgomery Perk Track. 


Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 21.—[Special.J— 
Montgomery park enveloped in snow and sleet 
was the unusual sight afforded owners and 
trainers In winter quarters here during the 
present week. The weather has militated 
against training operations but little,how- 
ever, as thoroughbreds, young and old, have 
been sent along at such a pace for the last 
six weeks, that the coming of the cold caused 
few to abandon work in the open field.

Henry 
McDaniel, who trains the extensive stable 
of G. C. Bennett; Bishop Poole, manager of 
Tichenor & Co.'s string; George Walker, the 
Schorr trainer; Bub May, whois handling his 
own horses and the horses of E. Wasserman, 
expressed an opinion that the majority of 
their horses were within two weeks of condi- 
tion to enter competition. Their opinion is 
shared by other trainers at the local track. 

About the busiest man here is Henry Mc- 
Daniel, who has more than forty horses to 
handle. Owner Benneit does not expect to 
cut much figure in the settlement of derbys 
this year, as the stable’s list of 3 year olds 
being prepped by McDaniel is nok con- 
sidered overstrong. 

In 4 year olds Bennett looms up better. 
Aladdin, the St. George colt that led the 
Bennett horses in amount won last year, is 
receiving a special preparation for the Mont- 
gomery handicap. Abe Frank is also entered 
in the Montgomery handicap, but in the face 
of his performances last year beyond the 
distance of a mile, which were disappointing, 
the chances point to the colors of Bennett 
being carried by either Aladdin or the 3 
year old Canyon.

Mayor Bookwalter of Indianapolis Fears 
Dissolution of Congress Unless the 
Bowlers Forget Jealousies. 


‘Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 21.—[{Special.]— 
Mayor Charles A. Bookwalter, president of 
the American Bowling congress. in an official 
statement today predicted that unless the 
congress Is freed from the influence of the 
manufacturers, and the loaded ball fight is 
settled amicably, the dissolution of the con- 
gress will result. 

“My year as president of the A. B. C.,” 
said he, **‘ has convinced me that bowling as 
a sport and the bowling congress as the na- 
tional organizi.tion of the bowlers will lose 
many of {ts most enthusiastic followers if 
commercialism continues to dominate and 
the amateur side of the sport is not preserved. 
But the chief danger to the sport and to the 
congress lies in the petty jealousies between 
the east and the west. The east prides itself 
on being in the game for the sport's sake. 
The eastern bowlers say the mén of the west 
are largely professionals. That is not true. 

‘My observation convinces me that the 


“men east of the Alleghanies are just as eager 


to bowl for money as the men west. I think 
that the congress next week will provide a 
limit for the weight of balls that may be 
used in tournaments hereafter. Then the 
future will depend on whether the men that 
swing the loaded ball are more closely 
wedded to the heavy ball than to the con- 
gress. | 

“If they are willing to give up the loaded 
ball for the congress, all will be well. But 
if not, the congress cannot survive.

GOOD FISHING IS PROMISED. 


in Fox Lake Region as Result of 
Tilinois Commission’s Work. 


Chicago anglers are promised increased 
sport in the entire Fox lake region by the 
Illinois fish commission, owing tothe work of 
the commission, which has been going on all 
winter and will continue until the open sea- 
son, in ridding the lakes and the river of 
carp, dogfish, gars, and turtles. 

Up to this time twelve tons of fish eating 
fish have been seined out of the water, the 
bass, pike, pickerel, and-other-game fellows 
being returned to the haunts that attract 
thousands ‘of fishermen during the summer 
season. The work ts being done by seven 
fishermen in the employ of C. W. Triggs of 
Chicago. The camp of the expedition is now 
located on Grass lake, near Antioch, the 
seining being done on places clear of Ice. 

A seine 400 feet long, with a girth of 30 feet, 
is being used, and in a single haul of the net 
1,500 pounds of carp have been taken, and in 
one haul there were 600 pounds in which not 
a carp weighed less than ten pounds. One 
of them, considerably larger than the others, 
was found to contain six suns of spawn. 

A large number of pike d a less quantity 
of bass were gathered in, but, according to 
the contract made with Mr. Triggs, he re- 
tains only the carp, throwing the game fish 
back into the water, the whole procedure 
being under the constant scrutiny of a game 
warden appointed by the state fish commis- 
sion. All of the other fish eaters not wanted 
are destroyed. 

The fish experts claim that this work will 
greatly enhance fishing sport in the famous 
region in the near future, for it is claimed 
that the carp not only destroy the young 
game fish and muddy up the water so that 
the¥ will not live in it, but the bass feed on 
young carp‘and, gorged with this food, will 
not bite at the baited hooks of anglers. 

The work. in the Fox river will continue 
until the open season, and will be taken up 
again next fall and continued until the re- 
gion is clear of the tribe that despoil the 
waters of its game fish.

Open Event a “Maverick.” 


The Nassau Country club, which gets the 
amateur event, has a fine eighteen hole 
course at Glen.Cove, L. I. It was an unsuc- 
cessful bidder. for the event last year, and 
this: year it was the unanimous choice of the 
delegates.. The open event, which seems to 
be looked upon as something of a maverick, 
was lassoed by the Baltusrol club of Short 
Hills, N. J. 

In this ‘connection it is interesting to note 
the difference bet ween the open eventsin this 
country and in Great Britain. On this side 
of the water a majority of the amateurs seem_ 
to think it beneath their dignity to compete 
with professionals, while across the pond 
the amateurs are only too glad of theoppor- 
tunity to measure their skill against that of 
the leading experts. Possibly the success of 
Travis in the open event last year at Garden 
City may lead toa larger entry list this sea- 
son at Baltusrol. | 

A comparison of the prize lists for profes- 
stonal events on both sides of the water is 
amusing, and it is little wonder the leading 
golfers of the world prefer to stay at home 
to coming here to compete for the small 
amounts offered. 


Outlook for Good Season. 


Headed by President G. H. Windeler, the 
officials of the U. 8. G. A. appear to be one of 
the most aggressive sets that have yet guid- 
ed the. destinies of the premier golfing or; 
ganization of the country, and there is little 
doubt the coming season will be one of the 
most successful in the history of the sport. 

The committee appointed to report on the 
new rules of the St. Andrews club made no 
changes, merely putting its own construc- 
tion on those now in force in Great Britain. 
The report of Treasurer Heebner showed a 
cash balance of $10,164. Secretary Ballou 
read the report of the executive committee, 
the main features of which were as follows:

CHAMPION BILLIARDISTS FIRST 


PLAYED THIS GAME. “ 


Learned How to Drive or Cut an 
Object Ball Before Taking Up the 
More Difficult Play—Amateurs Fail 
Because They Try to Imitate the 
Best Players Without Having Mas- 
tered the More Simple Points. 


{BY LANSING W. PERKINS.] 

Few of the many thousands of amateur 
billiard players of today realize the condt- 
tions under which they are seeking a mastery 
of the game. It is doubtful, too, whether 
any of the enthusiasts understand why they 
fail to progress beyond a certain stage of 
proficiency, far below that which they hope 
to attain. They might understand their fall- 
ure to qualify in the expert class if they 
knew the history of the development of the 
expert player. 

The amateur player, as a matter of fact, is 
trying to play as the expert is playing today, 
but without learning the game as the expert 
did. In other words, the amateur is seeking to 
imitate such players as Schaefer, Slosson, 
Daly, and others who have gained reputa- 
tions with the cue, without knowing how 
those masters of the scientific game acquired 
their skill. | 


Experts Begin on Pool Table. 


How did the expert billiard player learn the 
game? First by playing ball pool. In this 
game he learns how to drive or cut an object 
ball in any direction possible—a knowledge 
which Is of the greatest value in billiards 
‘of any description. Of still greater impor- 
tance was the acquirement in the game of 
pool of a straight and finished stroke. That 
is, a stroke that Is not checked in its delivery, 
as is often the case in billlard games. 

The expert did not know the value of this 
stroke until he took up billiards. and essayed. 
the straight three ball, or French game, For 
years the experts played this form of game, 
until they mastered it completely. There 
was not one of them who could not make 
runs of 500 and over, simply by gathering the 
balls on the rail and running them around 
the table. In reaching this proficiency, the 
experts acquired all the essential points of . 
the game: care, deliberation, and all kinds of 
strokes. 

The straight rail game mastered, the ex- 
perts changed to cushion caroms in their 
search for a game which would make large 
runs impossible. Their search was success- 
ful, for it was a rare case where more than 
fifty points could be scored by the best of 
players. In the cushion carom game the ex- 
pert added to his general knowledge of 
biliards. He acquired a different style of 
position play and learned to make all kinds | 
of cushion shots. In other words, he learned — 
how to play hard billiards. . 


Balk Line Is Discovered. 


Then balk line was discovered—the game 
which calls forth all of a player's resources. 
Beginning with the eight inch game, the 
expert gradually perfected his play until the 
eighteen inch game was devised as a still 
greater handicap against large runs, It | 
should be understood that the development 
of billiards was the logical result of their 
skill. The whole object was to make the 
game more difficult for them, and not for the 
beginner or amateur. 

Today the amateurs are undertaking to 
play the balk line game without mastering 
any of the other games. Is it any wonder 
they fail to master, or even play the fourteen 
inch game well? It is my opinion that they 
would accomplish their ambition to become 
skillful billiard players by starting their 
education on the pool table, just as the ex- 
perts did, and progressing through the same ~ 
stages of instruction. :

Vignaux’s victory over Cure in the last’ 
game of the international world’s 'champion-' 
ship balk line tourney, played inthe Grand ~ 
hotel, Paris, Friday night, will necessitate — 
another tilt between the two Frenchmen 
and Sutton, the American, as the trio won 
two and lost one game each.

The withdrawal! from the New York Driv- 
ing club of C. K. G. Billings, ex-Mayor Hugh 
Grant, and Fred Gerken, which took place 
a few days since, is a hard blow to that or- 
ganization, as in one way and another they 
were perhaps the strongest trio in the or- 
ganization. 

The differences of opinion that led to the 
resignation of the men named were in regard 
to the management of the Empire City track, 
title to which was acquired not long ago by 
the driving club, and as the suggestions of 
Mr. Billings and his friends were given no 
consideration by the other members there 

. Was nothing left for him but to retire. It 
has been known for some time that there 
was friction in the club, but the resignation 
of the president and two influential members 

was not looked for. When Mr. Billings and 
others, whose names were a tower of strength 
with horsemen, identified themselves with 
the management of the reorganized Empire 


City track it was feit that the beautiful | 


course at Yonkers was in for a season of 
prosperity. The first hint of differences came 
less than a year ago, when Horace W. Wil- 
son, who had made a great reputation as 
secretary of the track at ‘Lexington, Ky., 
Was engaged by the Empire City people at an 
extravagant salary for suchaposition. This 
action was taken at a meeting of the direct- 
ors, from which some of the members were 
absent, and it is understood that this element 
did not look with favor on the action. 

. The upshot of the Wilson episode was that, 
the Empire City meeting last summer not 
having been a success, the Kentuckian was 
dropped about six weeks ago and has now 
engaged with Andy Welch to manage the 
tracks at Hartford and Cincinnati, both of 
which are members of the grand circuit. 
His successor at Empire City is a gentleman 
who for several years has acted as secretary 
to the Driving and Road Riders’ club. He 
le not known to horsemen generally, and, as 
@ considerable part of the success of any 
trotting track depends on the ability of the 

retary to secure entries, it was not thought 
thowe best posted on turf matters that the 
change was a wise one. 


Stable Will Not Race in East. 


It is understood that the resignation of 
Mr. Billings from the club means that his 
stable of matinée horses—the strongest col- 
lection of its kind in the world—will not 
appear in the east this season.

The fact that Cresceus was able to go 
two miles in 4:17, beating all previous rec- 
ords about ten seconds, with but two miles 
better than 2:10 under his belt during the 
previous six weeks, is pretty good evidence 
that more horses are injured by too much 
fast work than are ever benefited by the 
same sort of treatment. More than this, 
Cresceus trotted his first fast mile in 1902 
ir.

Ames’ Work with Gentle Lady. 


When Ames took Gentle Lady in hand last 
spring she was not a promising prospect as 
a trotter, her best clip being a mile in about 
three minutes, Her way of going did not 
impress all the railbirds favorably, although 
there were one or two who said she had a 
chance. But Ames, who is a great speed- 
maker, kept at work on the mare, and in 
thirty days from the time she was taken to 
the track a mile in 2:30 was not beyond her 
capacity. While not a mare with any great 
brush, Gentle|Lady was a wonderful rater 
being able to go the last'part of her miles as 
well as the first, and it was this trait that en- 
deared her to Ames. Soon after she reached 
the 2:30 mark Gentle Lady, like many an- 
other trotter just learning the game, madea 
radical change-in her gait, with the result 
that her speed came fast. By July she was 
good for a 2:20 mile with as much ease as.

LOCAL CLUBS PETITION GOV. 
YATES FOR LAND. 


Sport in Chicago and Ask State Ex- 
ecutive to Grant Them Plot of 
Ground on West Bank of Lincoln 
Park Lagoon for the Erection of 
Permanent Quarters — Exist Under 
Unfavorable Conditions. 


' The boating clubs of Chicago are planning 
to revive rowing in Chicago, and if the 
efforts of the adherents of the sport result 
successfully this city will become the rowing 
center of the west. To accomplish this a 
committee representing the Irequois, Dela- 
ware, Catlin, Union, Chicago, and American 
Boating clubs, composed of George Essig, 
William Sullivan, Charles Catlin, Harry 
Avery, James O’ Keefe, and W. 8. McDowell, 
has forwarded a petition to Gov. Yates at 


have set apart for the rowing clubs a strip 
of ground on the west bank of the Lincoin 
park lagoon for the purpose of erecting per- 
manent boathouses. 

For years the local boat-clubs, which have 
managed to exist under the most unfavorable 
conditions, have beén working energetically 
to have the sport resurrected. The tempora- 
ry quarters in which the clubs now hold forth 
are squatty little booths under the wooden 
bridge at the north end of the lagoon, which 
are hardly large enough to protect the shells 
from-the weather.

It is imperative that 
Chicago and the great state of Illinois should be 
represented and that our best efforts should be 
used to add credit to this city and state before the 
vast assemblages from this and other lands. In 
order to properly achieve the high standard of ex- 


cellence necessary to maintain our position hereto- | 


fore so well defended, and also to properly de- 
velop at home this most desirable branch of ath- 
letics, better facilities should be afforded us.

Modern Masters Demand Changes. 


Changes in the underlying conception of 
chess are strikingly exemplified by the de- 
mands of modern masters, headed by Lasker, 
that stalemate should be considered a vic- 
tory tor the player who places his opponent 
in such a position. In Philidor’s time, when 
chess was looked upon as a game of finesse 
and the layer of the most artistic trap won 
the game, the player who was stalemated 
won the game. 

When Morphy instituted the school of open 
attack the present rule was adopted, which 
makes a stalemate a draw, and now there 
is a movement on foot in this day of scien- 
tific accuracy of play to take away this last 
refuge of the weaker party and leave him 
entirely at the mercy of superior force, ‘The 
editor of this column is flatly opposed to this 
proposed change. 

Of course, Lasker and two or three other 
leading professionals would be pleased to 
see a change in the rules whereby the Player 
who reaches the end game witha king and 
pawn against the king would have an abso- 
lute win and not be forced to frequently 
content himself with a draw, as at present. 
Then, too, this innovation would banish all 
defensive sacrifices of minoi pieces in end 
games, as under the new regimé king and 
bishop or king and knight would win against 
a king. Ninety-nine per cerit of chess play- 
ers care but little for the drudgery of precise 
analysis that must underlie all attempts to 
win high honors in the chess world today, but 
prefer the dashing sacrifices of a bygone day 
when chess was more showy and more in- 
exact. 

Last week two games were published In 
this column, one a victory by Prince Dadian 
of Mingrelia, a third rate player at best, 
over some nonentity, while the other partie 
was an annihilation by E. Lasker, champion 
of the world, of a method of attack in the 
Ruy Lopez which had been laboriously an- 
alyzed in Boston chess circles.

Game Is Lively. 

The name “ Dadian” at the head of a 
chess game is recognized as the trade mark 
of a lively encounter, with a certainty of 
pyrotechnic sacrifices and slashing on- 
slaughts. As the prince is his own press 
agent, only those of his games in which his 
chivalric storming of hostile citadels ends 
in victory see the light of publicity. 

Lasker's games are an intellectual treat to 
a select few who can appreciate the labori- 
ous and accurate accumulation of infinites- 
imal advantages, but to the diletantes and 


the neophytes the niceties of analytic play | 


are as pearls to porcines. These last named 
classes love a good stalemate. With a rook 
to the bad or a stray bishop against a com- 
pact array of pawns, do they resign? Never, 
as long as oné chance in 10,000 for a trick 
stalemate remains. Their numbers make 
chess mediocrity a dominant factor, and on 
their good will the popularity and success of 
the game hinges. Scientifically considered, 
it is perhaps an absurdity to declare a stale- 
mate a draw, but, considered as a game, it 
must militate against the popularity of chess 
to allow the stalemating party to claim a 
win.

ARIS, Feb. 10.—A new role 
is attributed to the Amer- 
ican woman by a writer 
in the Gil Blas. In a letter 
from New York he says 
American women are no 
longer content with the 
money their husbands have 
toiled to make, but aspire to 
power, and are entering a 
new field—diplomacy. “ The 
title of ambassador,” says 
the writer, “is now worth 
as much as that of prince to 
the American woman, and 
that of attaché is equal toa 
German baron."" Moreover, 
he finds that American worn- 
en, while they marry foreign 
diplomats, never cease work- 
ing for the interests of the 
fand of their first affections. 

He takes the American woman seriously 
and as a power, and goes on to note the posi- 
Yion she holds today. In England Mrs. 
Chamberlain and Lady Curzon wield im- 
mense influence. In France the wives of 
Ribot and d’Estournelies de Constant are 
called femmes de government of the future, 
for Ribot is a probable premier and Constant 


coming minister of foreign affairs. 


While the writer admits American women 
have acquired influential social positions 
ebroad through brilliant marriages, he does 
not consider all such unions dangerous. But 
the new aspirations towards diplomatic al- 
liances fill him with alarm, as Ameérican 
women now know the secrets of international 
relations and are working for the benefit of 


-theirown country. A friend of the president 


of the United States, he says, recently said: 
~“Do not worry over the Venezuelan situation 
—our women are working for us.’’ This mys- 
terious speech, the writer says, is explained 
when one remembers that the wives of the 
English, French, and German ambassadors, 
the three diplomats concerned in the Vene- 
guelan affair at Washington, are all Ameri- 
can women 
If, the writer continues, one were to make 
@ list of all the American women married to 
attachés and minor government officials with 
a future before them in foreign countries, 
one would be astonished. He more 
alarmed at the entry of American women 
into international affairs than at the doings 
of the American trusts abroad. He evidently 
considers “‘ Mme. Yankee "’ capable of every- 
thing. 4 match for the world’s best diplomats. 

Helleu, the French artist, who has returned 
from America, says that the portraits of the 
women he sketched while in America will 
fil a room at the salon, and has asked to 
have one placed at his disposition for a 
“beauty display.’’ What impressed him the 
most was that it was impossible to tell from 
the appearance of an American woman to 
what position in society she belonged.

HERD has been such a vast 
amount of discussion in the 
English newspapers as well 
as in the continental and the 
American press with regard 
to the alleged responsibility 
of King Edward for Great 
Britain’s codperation with 
Germany in the Venezuelan 
imbroglio, the consensus of 
opinion being to the effect 
that he has been guilty of 
uanconstitutional conduct in 
t bringing his influence to bear 
upon Lord Lansdowne, the 
secretary of state for foreign 
affairs in the matter, that it 
may be just as well to ex- 
plain his status in connec- 
tion with the affair. Assum- 
ing by way of hypothesis 
that the combined action of England and Ger- 
many in South American waters, has been 
brought about by an understanding between 
Edward VII. and William I1., effected during 
the latter’s stay at Sandringham last Novem- 
ber, the king has in no sense of the word 
@xceeded any of the limitations which havs 
been placed upon the crown by the constitu- 
tion. 


The conduct of the international relations 
of the British empire, it must thoroughly 
be understood, is vested not in parliament 
not in the cabinet, but in the crown. It is 
the prerogative of the sovereign, and the 
Widespread impression which prevails that 
the foreign policy of the nation is just as 
Much subject to legislative control and in 
heed Of parliamentary sanction as the in- 
térhal administration of the united kKing-| 
dom is altogether erroneous. For the con- 
Stitution takes the ground that it is “ im- 
Possible that the individuals of the state, in 
their collective capacity, can transact the 
affairs of their state with another community 
€dually numerous as themselves. In the 
Sovereign, therefore, as in a center, all the 
Tays of the people are united, and form by 
that union a consistency, splendor, and pow- 
er that make the monarch respected by for- 
eign countries. What is done by the Lon- 
donauthorities with regard to foreign powers 
is, therefore, the act of the whole nation, and 
is binding upon the latter. Whatever agree- 
ments, whatever treaties, or arrangements 
the sovereign may make with a foreign state, 
ho other power in the empire, not even par- 
liament, can legally delay, resist, or annul. 

This ts a principle of British constitutional 
law that will be found set forth in the most 
®xplicit manner in most of the standard works 
dealing with English constitutional history, 


‘and under the circumstances it is amazing 


that any misconception should prevail with 
regard to the matter, especially by those who 
affect to write with authority about the ques-

| slightest warning, he sud- 
denly made known that he had a short time 
previously concluded, with the sanction of 
the queen, and in her name, an arrdngement 
with the present kaiser whereby he ceded to 
the latter the island of Heligoland, which is 
near the mouth of the Elbe, and within strik- 
ing distance of the coast of Prussia, in re- 
turn for Germany’s abandonment of the 
tights which she had until then enjoyed of a 
joint protectorate with Great Britain over 
the sultanate of Zanzibar. 

This agreement therefore comprised the 
actual cession of Brtish territory—that is 
to say, an island which had been English 
for a hundred years or more—to a foreign 
sovereign. Yet, Lord Salisbury neither asked 
the authorization of parliament before nor 


its sanction after the conclusion of the 


treaty, and had it not been that the applica- 

tion of the great seal was necessary to the 

latter, it is doubtful whether he would have 

a the lord high chancellor into his confi- 
ence. 

In the same way Lord Salisbury, when for- 
eign minister, consulted no one save his ven- 
erable sovereign on the subject of his agree- 
ment with the kaiser whereby he abandoned 
to Germany the rights which England pos- 
sessed in Samoa. He did not even show suf- 
ficient consideration for the feelings of his 
countrymen to make the announcement of

in this affair. Moreover, although every one 
is aware that. some sort of an understanding 
has existed between Germany and England 
for nearly five years past with regard to the 
ultimate disposition of Delagoa bay and the 
future control of the Dark Continent, yet no 
one in Englahd excepting King Edward, 
Lord Sajisbury, his successor as foreign min- 
ister, Lord Lansdowne, and possibly the 
premier, Arthur Balfour, are aware of its 
nature an@ stipulations. 


No more striking demonstration could be’ 


given than this of the extent of the British 
sovereign's prerogatives in all matters relat- 
ing to foreign policy. In Spain, which is con- 


sidered as a country enjoying a far smaller | 


degree of constitutional rights and of demo- 
cratic prerogatives than England, the mon- 
areh cannot alienate Spanish territory with- 
out the sanction of the cortes. But in Great 
Britain, King Edward may without con- 
sulting any one save his foreign minister,who 
is responsible to him—not to parliament—dis- 
pose of English territory toa foreign coun- 
try. Moreover the people, as a general rule, 

convinced 
that whatever the sovereign and his secre- 
ma of state have done in the matter has been 


accomplished for the good of the nation, and, — 


that although neither the purpose nor the

quid pro quo may be apparent at the time, 
yet in the long run the British empire will 


lose nothing by the bargain. 


\ CCASIONALLY there have 
| “been foreign ministers who 
have failed to show them- 
selves sufficiently mindful of 
the English sovereign’s pre- 
rogatives in‘this matter of 
foretgn relations, and a ngta- 

’ ble instance was Lord Pal- 
merston, who was repeatedly 
called to account by Queen 
‘Victoria in this connection. 
In order to make matters 
quite clear she addressed to 
the prime minister a memo- 
randum written in her own 
hand and dated from Osborne 
Aug. 12, 1860, and which re- 
mains historic, setting forth 
as it does the rights of the 
sovereign to the conduct of 

, foreign policy. 

The memorandum referred to says: ‘“ The’ 
queen thinks it right, in order to prevent 
any mistake for the future, to explain what 
she expects from the foreign secretary. She 
requires that he will distinctly state what 
he proposes in a-given case in order that 
the queen may know as distinctly to what 
she has given her royal sanction. Having 
once given her sanction to a measure, she. 
will not allow it to be altered or modified 
by the minister. Such an act she must 
consider as a failure in sincerity towards 
the crown, and justly to be visited by the 
exercise of her constitutional right of dis- 
missing that ministér. She expects to be 
kept informed of what passes between him 
and the foreign envoys and governments 
before important decisions are taken based 
upon that intercourse, to receive foreign 
dispatches in good time, and to have the 
drafts for her approval sent to her in suffi- 
cient time to make herself acquainted with 
their contents before they must be sent off.” 

When a little more than twelve months later 
Lord Palmerston, in spite of these peremp- 
tory orders of his sovereign, took upon him- 
self to notify Napoleon III. on the morrow of 
the sanguinary “ coup d’etat’”’ at Paris, that 
Great Britain recognized the new French. 
government, without having consulted the 
queen or obtained her sanction and approval, 
she exercised her constitutional right of sum- 
marily dismissing him from the secretary- 
ship of state for foreign affairs, although 
he was at the time the most popular minister 
of the crown. 

This jealousy of the prerogative of the 
crown in the matter of-foreign relations 
manifested by Queen Victoria served to pre- 
vent an outbreak of war between this coun- 
try and England at the time of the “‘ Trent ” 
difficulty, a little over forty years ago. The 
foreign minister and the cabinet had drafted 
a dispatch for transmission to the American 
government which would inevitably have 
ed to hostilities. Fortunately it had to be 

nt to Windsor for approval, and, although 
the queen was watching by her husband's 
death bed at the time, she nevertheless man- 
aged to give it her attention and to subject 
it to such radical alterations as to com- 
pletely deprive it of its offensive character, 
transforming it from an imperative demand 
for redress into a courteous appeal to the 
sense of justice of a valued friend. 

King Edward continues in his mother’s 
footsteps in this respect. For many years 
before her death he had taken the trouble 
to initiate himself into all the phases of 
England's foreign policy by having a dupli- 
cate of every dispatch that reached the'for- 
eign office forwarded to him immediately 
on its arrival in Downing street. And to this 
date no foreign dispatch reaches the secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs without the 
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ADAMS ST.

Financial Trouble'of the Nation 
the One Stumbling Block in 
Way of Settlement? 


LONDON, Feb. 21.--As the result of inter 
wiews with the duke of Abercorn, Lord Dun- 
raven, John Redmond, and others it can be 
announced’ authoritatively that the follew- 
is the situation today as regards the 
to settle the Irish land ques- 


nee the . interested parties—nationalists, 
unionists, landlords, and tenants—are now 
for the first time in the history of Ireland 
im agreement, upon the lines of the Dublin 
conference. They also have joined forces in 
bringing pressure on the government to 
make Secretary Wyndbam’'s forthcoming bill 
agree in spirit with the recommendations of 
the conference, and all indications point to 
the bill conceding those demands. 

The bill will be introduced in parliament at 
the end of March, and, if passed, will accom- 
plish what Mr. Redmond and Lord Dunraven 
agree in saying will be one of the *‘ most 
extraordinary peaceful revolutions ever 
fected.”’ 

If Mr. Wyndham, for lack of funds or other 
causes, fails to meet the views of the con- 
ference he will have on his hands, to quote 
Mr. Redmond, an Ireland ouch as the 
world never has seen.’ 


Trouble if Government Refuses. 

In this view stich ‘a strong supporter of 
the government as the duke of Abercorn 
concurs. Mr. Redmond adds: 

“If this agreement of keenly opposing 
parties lacks fulfillment through the gov- 


ernment'’s - refusal, there will. be twice as | 


many counties under the ban of the crimes 
act as there were prior to the present 
truce. This truce will be continued until 
the terms of the bill are revealed. A great 
nationalist conference, at which Bourke 
Cockran of New York will be one of the 
principal speakers will meet in Dublin in 
April to take action on ‘the subject.”’ 

The duke of Abercorn, who is president 
of the powerful Irish Landlords’ association, 
which at first declined to join the earl of 
Mayo and Lord Dunraven in conferring with 
the nationalists, but which later signified 
its assent, frankly admits that he is amazed 
at the results achieved and at the “‘ happy 
topsy turvydom’”’ now prevailing in Irish 
politics. 


Nationalists Eager for Peace. 

Asked if he thought the nationalists were 
sincere in their professions of willingness to 
settle the long standing grievances by a com- 
promisé, he emphatically expressed his bé- 
lief in their complete sincerity. 

The duke could not conceive that the gov- 
efnment would “stand on any quibbles” 
when the splution of the most serious prob- 
lem of the empire was within its grasp. He 
thought the process of changing the holdings 
from the landlord to the tenant might pos- 
sibly cost $3,500,000 annually, adding: “ It 
surely would be cheap at that price.”’ 

Neither Mr. Redmond nor Lord Dunraven 
believes the transfer of the land would in- 
volve more than $1,500,000 annually,and both 
think that the economies résulting from the 
cheaper administration would reduce this 
figure greatly, if they do not eventually quite 
wipe out the necessity for state,aid in the 
jpayment of the difference between the max- 
-tmum price the tenant can afford to pay and 
the minimum price the landiordcanaccept. . 


Poor Finances May Interfere. 

‘The Irish unionist leaders are of the opin- 
fon that the whole question might be de- 
clared settled in advance if the government 
was not so ‘‘ desperately hard up.”’ In con- 
sequence of this lack of funds, Mr. Wynd- 
ham’s bill will not be introduced until after 
the presentation of the budget, so that any 
money to carry out the provisions of the bill 
will not be included in the year’s taxes. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Ritchie, while 
quite sympathetic toward Ireland, now faces 


@ more serious financial situation and more | 


bitter protests against overtaxation than 
have confronted any chancellor in recent 
years. The phenomenally small government 
majorities since parliament reassembled are 
indications of the storm which is brewing 
over Mr. Ritchie's head. He must also float 
a new Transvaal loan before Ireland gets an 
additional penny and the government, with 
reason, is keenly anxious in this respect. 
Consols yesterday were at the lowest point 
reached this year, and inquiries made at 
Anglo-American banking houses, such as 
the Morgans, Seligmans, and Speyers, reveal

Would Loan to Aid Ireland. 

Since the laet war joan was so largely un- 
derwritten in New York the international 
monetary situation has changed completely, 
and the firms here say that the Americans 
now need their capital for use athome. One 
financier said: 

“If the government brought out a loan, 
which loan really would provide means for 
settling the Irish question, they would get 
more underwriting. than they would know 
what to do with, both here and in America.” 

Mr. Redmond was asked point blank if he 
thought the landlords were in earnest. He 
replied: 

“I have every reason’ to think they are 
just as anxious a8 we are to settle once and 
for all Ireland's troubles. If Mr. Wyndham 
brings in a bill on the lines of the decisions 
@xrived at by the Dublin conference the 
greatest step in the industrial and social his- 
wry of Ireland will have been accomplished. 
More than that, it will be a most important 
etep towards home rule.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 

LONDON, Feb. £1.—The British flag pro- 
tects slavery in the Fiji islands, and the 
Slaves have addressed a pathetic petition to 
King Edward setting forth a list of intoler- 
abie wrongs and asking for relief. 

The Fiji natives are slaves to the white 
colonists. They are compelled to do work 
for which they are not paid. They are not 
even fed or clothed by their task masters. 

Their petition is brought to London by 
Humphrey Berkeley, who is the chief cham- 
pion of the native cause. He is seconded by 
Premier Seddon of New Zealand. 

™ The system of slavery,” said Mr. Berke- 
ley, “- which obtains at the present time in 
_ Fiji ts worse than that in force in the West 
_ Indies seventy years ago or in the southern 
states of America at the time of the civil war. 

“Under the treatment they receive they 
are fast dying out. During the last decade 
the fact that they havé decreased over 10,000

MR. FIELD'S MUNISICENT OFFER, 
The gift which Mr. Marshall Field wishes 
to bestow on Chicago isa splendid one. It 
will be a priceless possession forever. The 
costly marble pile which he will erect if al- 
lowed to do so and which will be filled with 
rich and rare objects will be the chiefest or- 
nament of Chicago. No other city will have 
sich a building on such a site as the Lake 
Front park will afford. 
The public spirit and generosity of Mr. 
Field should not be chilled by a cold re- 
sponse on the part of the city: and its cit- 
izens. Chicago has too few public spirited 
men. It has not so many in proportion to 
population as it had forty years ago. The 
small body of men, among whom Mr. Field 
is conspicuous, who are anxious to do things 
for the city, to give their wealth for its 
adornment, should be encouraged instead o 
being rebuffed. 
Mr. Field is ready to spend $10,000,000, or 
whatever sum may be required, in building 
and endowing the finest museum building 
in the world, if a site is provided in the Lake 
Front park. There is no other place witere 
a site can be had. It.is there or nowhere. 
Legislation is needed on the part of the 
general assembly. Certainly no member of 
the legislature from Cook county or any part 
of the state will oppose the legislation re- 
quired in order to enable Mr. Field to ca 
out his munificent intentions. : 
It. is impossible to believe that when that 
legislation shall have been obtained any cit- 
{zen will be found willing to oppose or pre- 
vent the carrying out of Mr. Field's plans. 
It will require much hardihood to stand up 
before the community and say that Mr. 
Field's generous offer must be rejected and 
that his disinterested efforts to beautify and 
enrich the city shall be frowned down. If 
that were done and notice was served on 
Mr. Field that he must go to some other city 
to give money for public purposes, it is 
reasonably certain that neither he nor any 
other Chicagoan will expose himeelf in the 
future to the mortification of a similar re- 
buff.

For, al- 
though all may not be included in that happy 
class of “ modern angels’ who administer 
to children, there are few to whom the 
thought of a childhood of suffering is not 
intolerable. This is why childish heroes 
and heroines, the * Oliver Twists,” “ David

} ture have never failed to win their way in 


spite of some exaggeration on the part of 
their creator. The tears never refuse to 
flow over the mental and physical woes of 
these small sufferers, and many child lovers 
would be glad to express their sympathy in 
practical form.

merely as opportunities for the rich. What 
is the use, they ask, of contributing their

Ten dollars may not 
endow a bed, but a number of such bills con- 
tributed by little “‘sets”’ and “ circles ”’ of 
charitable individuals will provide a com- 
fortable resting place for some sufferer and 
will be an ever visible and visitable re- 
minder of a wise investment.

THE IMAGINARY JACK. 

It seems to be a fad among those women 
contemplating divorce or enduring any 
considerable degree of marital infelicity to 
keep a diary in which they set down a daily 
record of their own feelings as well as of 
the goings, comings, and doings of the house- 
hold masculine tyrant. Several of these 
diaries recently have figured in divorce pro- 
ceedings to the more or less delight of the 
audience, and would furnish excellent stuff 
for a romance of real life or a problem play. 
None of them, however, has quite equaled 
that kept by Mrs. Arthur J. Vaughan, who 
has just been freed from the marital yoke.

THE EMPEROR ON REVELATION. 

The German emperor is hot given to jest- 
ing. He is always in earnest, sometimes 
ferribly in earnest. When he included his 
grandfather among the great sages—priests 
or Kings—in whom God revealed himself in 
order to develop the human race he believes 
William I. belongs there. To the ordinary 
man, whatever may be his views as to rev- 
elation, the assertion that the name of the 
first German emperor may fairly be brack- 
eted with the names of Moses, Homer, 
Charlemagne, Luther, Shakspeare, and 
Goethe seems a wild jest. It would have 
seemed one to Bismarck, who had a poor 
opinion of the ability of the royal master 
he served long and well. The kaiser says 
“how often my grandfather pointed out 
that he was only an instrument in the Lord’s 
hands.” Often when he thought the Lord 
was making use of him, it may have been 
‘Bismarck. 

The kaiser is an abler man than his grand- 
father, who had so little to do personally 
with the creation of tha Germanempire. He 
was no Charlemagne or Jultus Cesar. The 
kaiser is doing so much for that empire that 
he may believe he is one of the men endowed 
with divine grace “ to accomplish splendid, 
imperishable results for their people” ac- 
cording to the divine will. That is a con- 
soling belief. The man who entertains it 
feels that he can do no wrong. He is “an 


instrument in the Lord’s hands.” 


The emperor is an authority on war, theol- 
ogy, music, art, and clothes. He defines 
revelation and tells Prof. Delitzsch wherein 
he errs. Perhaps he would have . come 
nearer the truth if-he had put his name 
instead of his grandfather’s along with those 
of Lutherand Shakspeare. 


CHILDHOOD'’S GOLDEN DREAM. 

IXenneth Grahame’s stories of child life 
have titles like ** Dream Days” and ** The 
Golden Age.”

One of these stories 
will serve as an illustration. ‘“‘ K, D,” in- 
terviewed a little girl working in a silk fac- 
tory. The little girl was hypothetically and 
by affidavit 13 years of age. Her observa- 
tions are worth more than many sermons, 
She said: 2 

When I first went to work at night the long 
standing hurt me very much. My feet burned so 
thatIcried. My knees hurt me worse than my feet, 
and my back pained @ll of the time. Mother cried 
when I told her about it. So I didn’t tell her any 
more. It does not hurt so much now. But I feel 
tired all the time. I do not feel near so tired, 
though, as I did when I worked all night. My 
eyes hurt me, too, from watching the threads. The 
doctor says my eyes will be spoiled if I work at 
night. After I have watched the threads I can 
see threads everywhere. When I look at other 
things there are threads running across them. 
Sometimes I think the threads are going to cut my 
eyes. | 
This little girl is not likely ever to be much 
impressed by the sentiment, “ Make me a 
child again just for tonight!” 

Mr. James Campbell, the chief factory in- 
spector of Pennsylvania, spent three hours 
at the last national meeting of factory in- 
epectors proving that by the age of 13 
children were quite strong enough mentally 
and physically to begin factory work. Any 
further leisure wasa mistake. So was any 
further education. It is under the benefi- 
cent eye of such a man that the children of 
Pennsylvania are being offered up to that 
modern child eating Moloch, commercial 
efficiency. 

Fortunately persons of Mr. Campbell’s 
opinions are becoming fewer. It is coming 
to be seen that while the employment of 
children is not necessarily in itself an evil, 
and while the value of leisure and of educa- 


tion may be by some persons grossly exagger- 


ated, still the concrete truth remains that 
modern factory conditions make it neces- 
sary to surround the employment of chil- 
dren with many restrictions. It isone thing 
to take a child and teach it business, giving 
it practical experience and developing its 
native powers.. It is another thing to take 
a child and work it for twelve hours a night 
at a clattering machine, which forces the 
child to keep pace with its own cruel speed, 
which teaches the child nothing but a single 
mechanical movement, and which in the 
course of a few years changes the child, de- 
spite all original poss#bilities, into a shaken, 
rickety, unskilled incompetent. It is this 
latter thing that has to be stopped. The 
papers of all sections show that the people 
of the United States are aroused. It is a 
cease of Rachel weeping for her children and 
refusing to be comforted till something is 
done for them. |

"Gilbert Stuart was one of the first of the 
native American artists who achieved fame. 


He was not.only great in his native land but 


his portraits compared favorably with those 


| of his English contemporaries, Romney and 


Gainsborough, and of David in France. 


Among’ the many notable persons who sat for 


him Washington was the one whose features 
he seemed to love most to portray, and whom 
he -painted the greatest number of times, 
Some of the most lifelike and characteristic 
of the portraits*of Washington were left in 
an unfinished state, “as if the artist had con- 
tented himself with securing a likeness of the 
features and an expression of the character 
of the man, and left the filling in of unim- 
portant details to a more convenient time. 


One of these, reproduced in. Tuz TRisunz 
art supplement, is preserved in the permanent 


collection of the Lenox Hbrary in New York. 
It shows a three-quarter view of the face of 
the “ father of his country."" The expression 
is animated. A suspicieh of a smile plays 


‘about the corners of the mouth, which has 


the distorted stiffness noticeable in all of the 
later portraits of Washington. This restited 
from an ill fitting set of falee teeth, made for 
him in France, and preserved today in a 
museum of dental surgery in Baltimore. 
These teeth were not of porcelain, but the

Stuart was born at N wett, R. I.,

_ My -advice, therefore, to the commencing student of imagifiative 
literature is to lay down a program (not too arduous) of masterpieces to 
be read in a period of, say, three or six months, Such a, program might 
be designed to occupy half his available time for reading. And let him 
consume the other half in reading exactly what pleases his taste, jejune 


and unformed though his taste be. Let him avoid the assumption of a 


too serious “ pose” in regard to literature: After all; his taste is bis taste, 
and he has no a te'seorn it. In the matter of the masterpieces, he 
should take care never. to begin one “in the dark.” He should have 
learned, from encyclopedia or mannal, something about the aims and 


position of the author, and he should know what sort of beauties he is to 


look for. This is extremely important. For example, if he is attacking 
Shakspeare he should have Prof. Dowden’s “ Shakespeare” and Haslitt’s 
“Elizabethan Literature” to guide him. It would be as sensible to en- 
deayor to find one’s way up and down Shakspeare without a guide as 
up;and down. the Alps.

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As time proceeds, the inexperienced student, growing 
will discover that his joyous reading approximates more and more to his 
disciplinary reading. He will discover that the verdict of the ages was 
right, even though it did not accord with his own early views. He will 
discover that the reason why the classical writers, 
from Homer to whom you please, are esteemed and 
immortal is not primarily because they are deep, 
and correct, and restrained, and shapely, but pri- 
marily because they give joy, pure joy, to the 
‘marily because they give joy, sheer joy, to the 
largest number of cultivated readers, And so it 
will occur that he, too, will join the noble procession 
of converts, and will read the best not because it is 
the best but because he gets the most fun out of it. 
When that felicitous arrives, when no 
imaginative reading is consciously disciplinary to 
him, then—if he has not done so before—he 
must seek his. discipline in works which are 
intellectual or informative rather than im- 
aginative. 


T is generally conceded that immigration in the past

It is almost certain that had our early immigration pro- 
ceeded from these portions of eastern and southern Europe which are now 
sending such large numbers of illiterate aliens into our great cities, this 
country would not mow enjoy its present civilization.

perhaps most exhaustively, yet most practically 

f and sincerely, by taking a concrete case and ex- 
- plaining why I am not, in the usual sense of the 
word, a gambler. 

My first reason, though not my strongest, is 
that it is difficult, almost impossible, to find any 
one to gamble with—any one, that is to say, from 
whom it is not unpleasant to win, and who plays 
fairly and squarely. If I gamble for trivial 

- amounts I find’the pastime dull. If I gamble for 
large amounts with my friend my gain is embit- 
tered by his loss. If I gamble with casual ac- 

} quaintances, with whom I associate only for this 

purpose the rarity of good losers is such that the chances are my gains 


will be made nnpleasant to me, and my losses are, unpleasant in any case. 
If I go to public lotteries or gambling tables, or do business with book- 
makers, my adversary, whether keeper of the 
the long run, a ruinous handicap in his favor. 


nk or bookmaker, has, in 
that, even if gambling 
were praiseworthy, I should probably abstain. 

But there is a stronger reason. I find—and_ I think it is a common 
experience—that I dislike losing more than I like winning. If I have, say, 
$10, my feeling of pain at having it converted into $5 is much more acute 
than my feeling of pleasure at having it converted into $15. I have seen 
this argument stated generally and arithmetically to illustrate the futility 
of gambling. If twe men, each owning G10, stake $1, at the close of that 
transaction one of them bas $9 and the other has $11—that is to say, one 
(so the caxe is stated) has lost one-ninth of his entire possessions, while 
the other has gained only one-eleventh of his. I suspect. the soundness 
ef tuis statement, mathematically considered. But peychologically I be- 
lieve it to be true.

It would be most fittingly treated as a for-- of religion, a wor- 
ship of the divinity of chance, an appeal to an unknown god from the dull- 
ness and severity of a world ordered by prudential motives. Of the two 
common forms of betting, betting on cards, so far as a city population is 
concerned, would seem to be the more rational; fcr at least the player gets 
a game for his money. It muy be a deficiency in the religious instinct, but, 
if 14 mu~’ bet, 1 would rather bet on snails that I can see racing up a win- 
dow pane than on horses that I have no chance of seeing. 

What are the causes and mctives of this prevalent and unreasonable 
habit? Some who are more anxious to draw a moral than to find a cause 
would attribute it to the haste to be rich, the desire, as the phrase goes, 
“to get something for nothing.” But this phrase, so far as it implies any- 
thing, implies unfairness, and the two parties to an ordinary wager pay, 
if the mathematicians are to be believed, a fair price for an equal chance. 
Avarice is generally more calculating and greedy; it does not so readily 
deceive itself with false arguments. It is rather, I think, the unsatisfied 
craving for excitement and adventure that is at the root of betting in 
towns. In some parts of London the hairdressers’ and barbers’ shops are 
the chief centers for the transaction of bets on horseraces. Does that 
not suggest a cause? In that monotonous calling, where day after day 
the only fluctuations of interest are that one man wants his hair cut short 
and another wants some favorite tufts spared, is it not natural that the

vised. To a classical scholar the conjectural emen- 
dation of texts is as exciting as any card game.

HE dispute between this country and 
Great Britain regarding the Alaskan 
boun yy is comparatively a simple 
‘matte at least from the standpoint of 
the United States, but it has been com- 
plicated by the personal interests of the two 
countries to such an extent that even most 
members of congress are greatly confused 
over the point to be settled by means of the 
commission provided for in the treaty. re- 
cently ratified by the senate. 

So far as a layman can judge, the boundary 
guestion ought to be settled by surveyors, 
and not by lawyers. 

It would have been so settled long ago had 
not an unfortunate streak of economy perme- 
ated the state department. Nearly thirty 
years ago the British government offered to 
join the United States in a survey to fix the 
boundary of the panhandle of Alaska exactly 
where the maps place it and according to the 
construction of the treaty adopfed by the 
United States. It was found that it would 
take upwards of $2,000,000 to fix the boundary 
‘at the specified points. The state department 
and congress were unwilling to spend this 
money. Had they done so, there would have 
been no necessity for the boundary treaty 
just ratified, the United States would have 
retained all the territory it bought from Rus- 
gia, and Great Britain would have had not 
éven a pretext for securing possession ofa 
‘port which would give her access to the 
Klondike. , 

The Klondike is all there is to the Alaskan 
houndary question, because the boundary 
was never disputed until five years ago, 

when gold was discovered and the rush 


began. 
Thee is no dispute as to the boundary line 
@ temain portion of Alaska embracing the 
‘gieme Northwest corner of the continent of 
Attica. The difference concerns only the 
Guestion of how wide the strip of coast is to 
teffom Mount St. Elias to British Columbia, 
The United States asserts that the strip is, 
With one or two unimportant exceptions, 
thirty miles wide, and it has always occupied 
that territory without protest from the 
world at large. The United States claims 
that this strip is to be measured inwardly 
from tidewater in all cases. 


The British Contention. 


“The British contention ts that the boundary 


should leave to the United States only a 
harrow strip, frequently less than five miles 
in width, and that the line should cross all 
the bays and inlets, thus giving to British 
merchants the undisputed right to enter the 
interior without rendering an account to a 
custom house of the United States. The 
British contention now does not entirely de- 
Drive the United States of all mainland, but 
it practically does so, because the strip of 
American territory under the British theory 
is so narrow and is so cut up by the numerous 
bays and inlets that it would be practically 
useless for commercial purposes, the only 
feal access to that coast being by means of 
the inlets themselves, which are generally 
s0 wide and so deep at the point where the 
British line crosses as to prevent anchorage 
and preclude the idea of a successful land- 


It is indispensable to an understanding of 
the Alaskan boundary question to consult a 
It is one of the points urged by the 
Americans that all°existing maps show the 
Doundary of the Panhandle of Alaska to be 
a line running parallel with the windings of 
the coast thirty miles distant from salt 
water. There are no published maps of the 
British contention. I have secured, how- 
éver, an official map of the panhandle of 
Alaska published by the United States coast 
and geodetic survey, which shows the estab- 
lished boundary line. I have had drawn 
upon that for the benefit of readers of Tue 
TarsunE a line which is approximately the 
boundary as now claimed by the British for- 
tien office. There is also indicated upon it 
tht line known as the modus vivendi, or tem- 


porary 
Caused by Thirst for Gold. 


Before going into the details of the bound- 
ary it should be explained that there 
hever was any dispute between the two coun~ 
tries and no one had ever heard officially of 
& difference of opinion as to the interpreta- 
tion of the treaty until August, 1898. A high 
joint commission had been appointed to set- 
tle various matters in dispute between the 
Dnited States and Canada. The Alaskan 
boundary was not one of them, and it was 
hot until the commissioners met in Quebec 
in the summer of 1898 that any one heard 
of the new and surprising interpretation of 
the old treaty, which Great Britain had ap- 
Parently first thought of after the high joint 
commission had been agreed upon and be- 
fore its first meeting. The rush to the Klon- 
fike had begun, and at first there was no 
Clash between the British and American 
Buthorities. As soon as the Canadian offi- 


tlais, for they were Canadians and not Eng- 


lishmen, made the extraordinary discovery 
Tegarding the boundary, the situation at 
ONce grew serious. The high joint commis- 
Bion entirely failed to agree. The United 
Btates commissioners would not arbitrate 
for American territory provided the umpire 
Was a European, and the Canadians, al- 
though nominal Americans, were afraid to 
Bccept anybody from this continent. The 
Thited States commissioners finally proposed 
that each side should appoint three commis- 
Sioners, and that they should endeavor to 
Agree without the appointment of an umpire. 
This plan was rejected by the Brftish, but 
it is the same as that now adopted. Three 
Men from the United States and three from 
Great J*ritain will meet in London and en- 
Seavor vo agree upon the proper interpreta- 
ton of the old treaties. If they fail, the dis- 
Pute will be no different from what itis now. 

agreement can come only by convincing 
® United States or a British commissioner 
that his own country is in the wrong. 

There has been no danger of a clash be- 
tween the British and the United States au- 
thorities at any point along the entire stretch 
Of Coast from British Columbia to Mount St. 

with the single exception of the trails 

from the coast to the Klondike coun- 

try. There, and there only, have hostile 
Meyonets glanced, and the opposing custom 


houses have been side by side. If the sub- 
sidence of the Klondike craze had been an- 
ticipated it is probable the Canadians would 
never have raised the boundary question. 


The Modus Vivendi. 


The miners going to and fro, excepting 
those who chose the long route by the Yu- 
kon, invariably went up the Lynn canal, 
crossed the mountains at the White or Chil- 
koot pass, and then floated down the net- 
work of Canadian waterways to the placer 
diggings of the Klondike. Along the trails 
running from the Lynn canal, if anywhere, 
a dangerous clash of authority and blood- 
shed might occur. Therefore, Secretary 
Hay and Lord Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, agreed upon a modus vivendi, or 
a temporary boundary line, which now gov- 
erns all intercourse along the usual Klon- 
dike trails. This imaginary line is just 
a.short distance north of the town of Kluk- 
wan, and by means of the Chilkat river gives 
the British water access to the Klondike. 
It is, therefore, a’ distinct surrender of 
American rights, but it was, of course, 
stipulated in the modus vivendi that it 
should not prejudice the rights of either 
party, so that if the commission agrees on 
anything at London the temporary boun- 
dary line need not be taken into considera- 
tion. . This modus vivendi also runs, as in- 
dicatea on the map, acrogs the summit of 
the mountains, just beyond Dyea and Skag- 


*ay, on what is known as the White and” 


Chilkoot passes. This is inside of the usual 
boundary line, but it is generally admitted 
by the United States authorities that there 
is a distinct mountain range there as con- 
temiplated by the original treaty, and hence, 
although the line is Still only about fifteen 
miles from tidewater, this country has prac- 
tically admitted that it is correct. 

The real point at issue being access to 
the Klondike, the results of the deliberations 
of the commission will largely be shown in 
the extent to which they accept or reject 
the modus vivendi, @ mile or two to the north 
of Klukwan. It is entirely significant of 
the attitude of the British government and 
it is a complete proof of the declaration 
that these negotiations concern nothing ex- 
cept the access to the Klondike, that the 
British government has previously offered 
to accept all of the boundary line as claimed 
by the United States if in return Great 
Britain is given thé port of Pyramid harbor 
on the Lynn canaji and a narrow strip or 
international pathway to secure to British 
goods transit duty free to as Klondike gold 


fields. 
How We Acquired Alaska. 


No clear understanding of the points in- 
volved in the Alaskan boundary dispute can 
be arrived at without a survey of the history 
of the Alaska territory. Governments trace 
their rights to regl estate exactly as indi- 
viduals do, except that treaties between na- 
tions take the place of deeds between indi- 
viduals. It becomes necessary therefore to 
run back over the history of Alaska a little 
for the purpose of finding just where and 
how the boundary ‘was originally fixed by 
agreement among the nations. 

It is curious to discover, in going into the 
history of Alaska, that the boundary line 
was first accurately laid out not because of 
a dispute as to the boundary itself _but 
merely as an incident to a question as to the 
jurisdiction of the high seas in which three 
great nations were interested. The bound- 
ary question not only had nothing to do 
with the original dispute but it was lugged 
in by the ears merely to give one of the 
three great nations a chance to withdraw 
gracefully from a preposterous claim of sov- 


ereignty over the ocean. | i 


In 1821 the empire of Russia made an ex- 
traordinary declaration or ukase in which 
it asserted a claim to the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of a tract of ocean 100 miles from the 
mainiand of northeastern Asia and a simi- 
lar distance from the northwest coast of 
North America, which had long. been occu- 


pied by the Russian fur traders. In addition 


to that Russia asserted that its strip of coast 
now known as.the panhandle of Alaska 
ran down among the fringe of islands to the 
parallel of 51 degrees north latitude. This 
would have separated the entire territory 
‘of British Columbia from the ocean. .There 
was then a boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and the United States, and this coun- 
try claimed that what was then known as 
the Oregon territory ran up to nearly 55 de- 
grees of north latitude. Russia was there- 
fore claiming a narrow strip of coast which 
for 250 miles was aiso claimed by Great 
Britain and the United States. As soon as 


‘the ,imperia]l ukase had been promulgated 


both the United States and Great Britain 
made immediate and vigorous protests. 
Russia was not in a@ position to enforce its 
claims, and probably cared but little about 
them. It was entirely willing at once to 
withdraw its demand for the exclusive sov- 
ereignty of the north Pacific ocean, and it 
also withdrew its claim to the line of coast 
south of the fifty-fifth parallel of latitude. 
As a result of this action the United States 
without hesitation made a treaty with Rus- 
sia in 1824 which involved merely a declara- 
tion that this country had general rights in 
the northern Pacific ocean. 


Russia’s Treaty with England. 


However, in order that Russia might be 
itted to back down gracefully from its 
original contention, the diplomatists of the 
day concei the idea of negotiating a 
treaty which would mark the boundary be- 
tween the Russian possessions in Alaska and 
the British Northwest territory. The nego- 
tiations were continued with various breaks 
between tne years 1821 and 1825. In the lat- 
ter year the treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain was formally ratified, and this be- 
comes the original deed by which the United 
States claimed the strip of coast running 
from Mount St. Elias down to the Portland 
channel, approximately at the fifty-fifth de- 
of latitude, exactly where the Russian 
modified claim terminated more than three- 
quarters of a century ago. 
In 1867 the United States bought the terri- 
tory of Alaska from the empire of Russia.

tory it. bought were fixed as Russia 
and the United States by a citation of those 
sections of the treaty of 1825 which. estab- 
lished the boundary between Great Britain 
and Russia. It will be seen, therefore, that 
the whole dispute today as to the Alaskan 
boundary depends entirely upon the con- 
struction to be given to those sections of the 
treaty of 1825 which limited that boundary. 
The United States is in the position of the 
undisputed heir to all the claims of owner- 
ship which Russia may have had in 1825, and 
which were definitely put On paper in the 
solemn deed of agreement called a ty, 
which was signed by the au | 


representatives of Russia and Great 
Britain. On the surface the terms 
of this treaty are about as plain 


as the nose on‘a man’s face. They were not 
disputed for nearly three-quarters of a cen- 
tury. If this were a question of ownership 
between individuals this mere fact would 
settle it, because undisputed ownership for 
nearly three generations would create a pre-_ 
sumptive title which no court would over- 
throw. Unfortunately, however, there is no 
statute of limitations as between nations, 
and although Great Britain apparently slept 
on its rights from 1825 te 1898, a period of 
seventy-three years, it claims the right now 
to revive the discussion as to the wording of 
the treaty in the Nght of-recent geographical 


As a matter of course, the treaty between 
Great Britain and Russia was written in 
French, the ancient OF diplomacy, 
and there is therefore considerable depend- 
ing upon the translation of certain French 
words: An English translation was made, 
however, and was published in the official 
reports of the British government imme- 
diately after the treaty was promulgated. 
The United States does not, of course, depend 
upon this British translation, and in the 
treaty just signed the sections which define 
the boundary are given in the original 
French. The British translation, however, 
is entirely in accord with the American 
claim, and it was this translation which was 
made the basis of all the maps prepared in 
England and America for three-quarters of 
acentury. The claims set up by the Bri 
people five years ago are based on a little 
different translation of two French words, 
one of which is “ créte,” referring to the 
crest or summit of the mountains, and the 
other is the “* lisiére,”’ or strip of coast which 
is now in dispute. 


Text of the Treaty, 

I have taken the trouble to hunt up the 
original British translation, and submit. 
therefore, sections 3 and 4 of the original 
treaty as translated in the British foreign 
office when the facts were all fresh, and 
which read as follows: . 

‘3. The line of demarcation between the 
possessions of the high contracting parties 
upon the coast of the continent and the 
islands of America to the northwest shali be 
drawn in the manner following: 

“Commencing with the southernmost 
point of the island called Prince of Wales 
island, which point lies in the parallel of 34 
degrees 40 minutes, north latitude, and be- 


‘tween the 13ist and the 133d degrees of west 
longitude (meridian of Greenwich), the said | 


line shall ascend to the north along the 
channel called Portland channel as far as 
the point of the continent where it strikes 
the 56th degree of north latitude; from this 
last mentioned point the line of demarcation 
shall follow the summit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the coast as far as the 
point of intersection of the 14ist degree of 
west longitude (of the same meridian); and, 
finally, from the said point of intersection 
the said meridian line of the 14lst degree, in 
its prolongation as far as the Frozen ocean, 
shall form the limit between the Russian 
and British’ possessions on the continent of 
America to the northwest. 

‘‘4,. With reference to the line of demarca- 
tion laid down in the preceding article it is 
understood: 

‘* First—That the island called Prince of 
Wales island shall belong wholly to Russia. 

‘* Second—That wherever the summits of 
the mountains which extend in a direction 
parallel to the coast, from the 56th degree of 
north latitude to the point of intersection of 
the 14lst degree of west longitude, shail 
prove to be at the distance of more than ten 
marine leagues from the ocean, the limit 
between the British possessions and the line 
of the coast which is to belong to Russia, as 
above mentioned, shall be formed by a line 
parallel to the windings of the coast, and 
which shall never exceed the distance of ten 
marine leagues therefrom.” 

‘If the people had known as much about the 
extreme northwest coast of this continent as 
they do today the treaty probably would have 
been differently worded, or at any events 
would not have been misconstrued, because 
the preliminary negotiations would have 
made perfectly’clear how it was intended to 
run the boundary line. The whole difficulty 
arises from the fact that when Vancouver 
discovered the section of country which 
generally bears his name he only went a 
short distance along the coast. When he 
started out it seemed as though the coast 
was bordered everywhere by a range of 
mountains, apparently about twenty-five or 
thirty miles away. This is the range of 
mountains which the treaty attempted to fix 
as the boundary line between Great Britain 
and Russia. Unfortunately, Vancouver 

wrong as to the part of the coast 
he had not seen. There is a jumble of moun- 
tains in various places all along the coast, 
but in no case is there a well defined water 
ahed except just on the trafl which lees from 
the Lynn eanal to the Klondike, and it was 
just at this point, of course, that the inter- 
ests of Great Britain and ne va States 
clashed five years ago, when » gold was 
discovered on the headwaters of the Yukon. 


Mistake by the Topographers... 


The framers of the treaty, however, knew 
that they were in ignorance of the actual 
topography of the country they were at- 
tempting to bound, and therefore they pro- 
vided an alternative line which could be 
run whenever it was found that there were 
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fence. between two powerful empires. The 
treaty, as the translation shows, provided 
that the boundary line. should be run along 


the “crest "’ of the mountains in each case, 
except where the mountains were more than 
ten marine leagues, or thirty geographical 


miles, back from the coast. To the ordinary 
observer this provision meets all the necessi- 


.ttes of the case, and it-would seem tobe quite. 


as easy to run a line thirty miles back fron 
the coast as to.run it along a range of 
mountains. So it seemed, too; to the geogra- 
phersof the world and to the statesmen of all 
nations. They assufmed that the mountains 
‘were about thirty miles from, the coast, as 
they were where Vancouver first observed 
them, and so all the maps made in Great 


Britian, Russia, Germany, France, and the. 


United, States represent the panhandle of 
Alaska as a strip of country thirty miles 
wide, following closely along the windings 
of the coast. The line given on the map 
printed herewith is not any new claim by 
the United States,. but it represents the 
boundary line as agreed upon by aH the map- 
makers of the world.

When gold was discovered in the Klondike 
it was at first supposed the new diggings 
were entirely in American territory. They 
were on the head waters of the Yukon, the 
great river which flows through the main 
part, or ‘‘ pan,” of Alaska. The original 
treaty fixed the boundary line from Mount 


‘St. EXas upon the 14lst meridian of longi- 


tude, thus cutting off the extreme northwest 
corner of the American continent from the 
Pacific ocean to the Arctic, or the “ Frozen 
ocean,”’ as it is quaintly called in the treaty 
This meridian crosses the corner of the 
continent through an imhospitable section of 
country, and it had never been accurately 
determined except near the coast. The orig- 
inal Klendike discoveries were made by 


‘American miners, and were supposed to be 
well within the territory of the United States. 


It was rot untill after the boom had attained 
serious proportions dnd millions of dolars of 
gold had been dug that somebody put in an 
appearance with astronomical apparatus 
enough to lotate the boundary meridian. 
This proved, to the surprise of everybody, 
that practically all of the Klondike strikes, 
including the wild mining towns of the region, 
were to the eastward of the 141st meridian, 
and therefore belonged to Great Britain. ~ 


Rival Claims to Gold Fields. — 
There were two ways of reaching the Klon- 
dike, one by the Yukon river, which was 
open only during a short time during the 
summer, and the other by the Lynn canal 
and a long portage dcross the mountains, 
descending then by various lakes and rivers 


to the Klondike region. The Yukon route 


was entirely within American territory until 
the edge of the Klondike was reached. 
Miners going by the Lynn canal and start- 
ing from Dyea or Skagway passed over 
American territory until they reached the 
summit of the mountains and then imme- 
diately became subject to the laws of Great 
Rritain. The Kiondike region could mot be 
successfully approached wholly upon Brit- 
ish territory. The trail from the inhabited 
portions of British Columbia was long and 
terrible, and practically all of those who 
tried it died on the way. It was evident, 
therefore, that while the British govern- 
ment actually owned the Klondike region it 
could not get to it except by passing over 
the territory of the United States. British 
mining supplies and similar articles would 


have to be brought into this country, pay 


‘a duty, and then be taken back into British 
territory from Dyea and Skagway. This 
gave the United States control of the food 
question, and the food question controls 
the Klondike. It became absolutely neces- 
sary for the British to find a route to tide- 
water without striking a custom house, and 
from this fact grows the present conten- 
tion over the boundary line of the Alaskan 
panhandle. If the Klondike had been to 
the westward of the l4ist meridian, no one 
would ever have heard of the boundary 
commission. There would have been noth- 
ing to arbitrate, and Secretary Root and 
Senators Lodge and Turner would not have’ 
been given a vacation trip to London. 
Practically at the same time with the 
discovery that the Klondike was In British 
territory there floated down to Washing- 
ton vague rumors to the effect that certain 
Canadian officials were laying claim to the 
entire coast line and were preparing to drive 
out the Americans and take possession of 
the prosperous settlements: of Dyem end 
Skagway and even of Juneau. These state- 
ments were based on such preposterous 
claims that the officials here received them 
with absolute ridicule, and it is known that 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British ambassa- 
dor, did not eonsider these absurd theories 
entitled to. his.serious attention until, jong 
after they were originally made. The Brit- 
ish were hunting for a tidewater port and 
their original claim the = 
treaty was not at all the one whic ) 
now put forward. The first claim heard 
of her was based entirely upon a question 
of. the interpretation to be givem to the 
French word “cote,” .which has always 
been translated coast, and which in this 
country invariably means the edge of the 
continent. The Canadian land grabbers at 
once asserted that the coast referred to by 
the Russian treaty meant the outside line 
of the string of islands which fringe almost 
the entire panhandle of Alaska. They 
knew, of course, that there were no moun- 


tains anywhere near the outside fringe of * 


islands and that mo ome ever thought there 
were. The Canadians merely asserted that 
the thirty mile strip was to be measured 
from the outside line of the isiands. This, 

f course,.would have deprived the United 
of practically the entire mainiand 


south of Mount St. Elias, There are places.

where the mainland is less than thirty miles 
from the open sea, but for the most part 
the fringe of islands is the most significant 
feature of the water scape of lower Alaska. 


| Jt 
Canadians Make New Claims. 

If this preposterous interpretation of the 
treaty had been adopted not only Dyea and 
Skagway but Juneau, the principal town of 
Alaska, with Wrangell and other ancient 
settlements, would have become British terri- 
tary. The United States would have re- 
tained Sitka, which is on Baranoff island, but 
it would have had no mainiand at all from 
British Columbia up to Cape Spencer, and 
its access to the Klondike from the south 
would absolutely have disappeared. This 


‘claim was advanced by Canadians exclusive- 


ly. It was so absurd it was laughed out of 
court, and it has never been seriously ad- 
vanced since. The United State declined even 
to discuss a claim which would deprive it of 
all hold on the mainiand and the firmness 
displayed at this time led to another examina- 
tion of the treaty by the Canadian land 
Sharks with the result that an entirely new 
interpretation was evolved and it is this later 
theory of the treaty which has now become 
a serious subject of dispute between the two 
countries, | 


These latest British claims are based on two | 


separate theories. A glance at the map will 
show the reader that the panhandleof Alaska 
is intersected by numl®Pous great bays which 
are all navigable and most of which are quite 
wide, but which indent the coast for a long 
distance, and on most of the maps aré called 
“‘canals.”” Many of them are quite similar 
to Chesapeake Bay on the Atlantic coast 
or Green Bay on Lake Michigan. Although 


all the geographers and the statesmen of the . 


world have assumed that the boundary 
line follows the windings of the coast be- 
cause the treaty specifically declares this, 
the Canadian schemers advanced the idea 
that these deep indentations must be disre- 
garded and that the general coast line should 
be assumed to run from headland to headland. 
If the thirty mile limit were applied to this 
kind of a coast line, the boundary between 
the United States and Great Britain would 
of course cut across all these inlets or ¢anals, 


thus giving the British immediate access by . 


water to the interior. 

In the second place, the rush to the Klon- 
dike demonstrated that there was no general 
range of mountains anywhere near the coast, 
There was, of course, as has been frequently 
stated, a jumble of mountains and some few 
high peaks here and there. Some of these 


‘peaks and lesser mountains ran down quite 


near the coast on the peninsulas between 
two inlets. Often they were mere cliffs or 
glaciers, the land behind them falling away 
and the water courses penetrating for many 
miles in their rear. No one familiar with 
the topography of the country would think 
of segzing upon these isolated foothills and 
pe as a boundary line. But this is exact- 
ly what the British claim does. Not only 
do they assume that the coast line shal] jump 
across many hundreds of miles of salt water 
wherever there is an opening but they also 
claim that the boundary fixed by the treaty 
as being upon the crest of the mountains 
shall jump from peak to peak long dis- 
tances across low lands and frequently across 
peers great inland bays. 

y a combination of these two theories 
British claimants, who have about as malok 
right to the strip of coast as the Australian 
butcher had to the Tichborne estates, have 
succeeded in running a line, as shown upon 
the map, which is extremely near the real 
coast and which practically cuts the United 
States off from the mainland entirely. This 
line gives the British access to all of the 
great bays or canals and would giye to this 
country so small a fringe of coast as prac- 
tically to be worthless. No one can under- 
stand the Alaskan boundary question with- 
a a map. With the map it becomes quite 
clear. | 


Question of Intent. 


Every court takes into consideration the 
intent of the man who transfers property by 
will or by deed.. A man cannot even commit 
murder without intending to doit. For this 
reason the negotiations which preceded the 
signing of the original treaty between Great 
Britain and Russia have vast significance, 
and when the matter is submitted to the joint 
commission this summer these old negotia- 
tions will be found to play a prominent part. 
In the first place, as I have already stated, 
it must be remembered that the treaty was 
orginally gotten up for the express purpose 
of permitting Russia to give up its claim to 
the exclusive control of the north Pacifie 
ocean. Neither side was attempting to grab 
any land. Russia had settled the northwest 
coast of America and had a string of trading 
posts running all the way down the coast 
nearly to the boundary line between the 
United States and British Columbia. As is 
clearly shown in the original negotiations, 
Russia was seeking to protect its line of fur 
traders along the mainland in what is known 
as the panhandle. The Hudson Bay com- 
pany had some establishments several hun- 
dred miles in the interior. The Russians did 
not care to go far inland, but they @id insist 
on absolute control of the coast, and no one 
disputed their right to this. They were will- 
ing to shut off their Hudsomu bay rivals by a 
range of mountains and a well defined water- 
shed, so as to prevent the British traders 
getting any access to the coast tribes of 
Indians, and thus depriving the Ruesians of 
their prized fur trade. The British were 
quite willing to accept the coast line of moun- 
tains and have clearly indicated this in the 
instructions to their diplomatic agents. They 
were also willing, it must always be remem- 
bered, to fix the boundary of the main por- 
tion of Alaska at the 135th meridian of longi- 
tude, 360 geographical miles to the eastward 
of where it now runs. Had that proposition, 
which was made once, been adopted the 
Klondike would now be in the possession of 
the United States and the panhadle bound- 
ary line would never have been disputed. 

After the coast line of mountains had been 
determined upon as the natural boundary 
between the Hudson Bay company and the 
Russian Fur company, one of the English

sibly the coast mountains might disappear, 
and in that case the Russian line would be 
extended eastward to the main chain of the 
Rockies. The British agents proposed, there- 
fore, that where the mountain range should 
be found to be farther from the coast than 
fifty or even 100 miles, the boundary line 
should be fixed at, “‘say, 100 miles.” It is 
thus clearly shown that the entire purpose 
of the treaty, so far as the land boundary 
was concerned, was to shut off the Hudson 
Bay company from all possible access to the 
coast fur trade. Beyond that the Russians 
had no care and the British nothought. The 
treaty was written as it is for that purpose, 
and it is easy to see by a glance at the map 
that this purpose would have been entirely 
destroyed if the line now laid down by the 
British land grabbers had been even con- 
templated. This new line crosses all the in- 
lets, and it would really have given the 
Hudson Bay company much better control 
of the coast fur trade, because the Rus- 
would been limited to an extreme- 
y narrow strip along an inhospitable coas 

while the Hudson Bay iradeie would tt 
had as their own territory the shores of all 
the bays which indent the country, furnish- 
ing thousands of easy landing places and 
affording access to the homes of the coast 
Indians, which were invariably located in 
she!tered nooks along the still waters of 
ways. 


Misled as to Mountains. 


The intent of the treaty is still further 


shown by the fact that, although the British — 


had freely offered to place the boundary 
100 miles back when the mountain rau oo. 
ceded beyond that point, the Russians were 
not goncerned about the distance, because 
they knew or thought they knew that there 
was a great mountain range between them 
and the Hudson bay territory, and no fur 
traders could successfully maintain them- 
selves on the seaward side of that range 
provided they were shut off from access to 
salt water by a definite strip of Russian ter- 
ritory. Believing first that the mountains 
were there, and not desiring a wide strip, be- 
cause the coast tribes were all gathered on 
salt water and could not live in the interior, 
where the mountains were bare and barren, 
the Russians readily agreed to a paragraph 
fixing the boundary line at ten marine 
leagues, but expressly providing that this 
line should be “ parallel to the windings of 
the coast.’’ 

In following out these original negotiations 
it is shown therefore that the Russians 
claimed and the British freely conceded ab- 
solute sovereignty over a strip of coast run- 
ning from the lower end of Prince of Wales 
island to Mount St. Elias, wide enough to 
keep the British fur traders forever away 
from the ocean. The text of the sections 
quoted and the use of the plural word, moun- 
tains, on their face show that the purpose 
of the treaty was to run the boundary line 
along a range of mountains supposed to be 
parallel! to the coast. The Russian boundary 
line was not fixed at ten marine leagues from 
the coast, but that distance was only fixed 
when the mountains did not manifest them- 
selves. The wording is not such as to indi- 
cate that a line could be drawn from isciated 
peaks near the coast, but that it was ex- 
pected to run the boundary along the water- 
shed parallel to the coast, wherever that was 
not more than thirty miles away. It was 
acting on this theory that the map makers 
of the world showed the Alaskan boundary 
as they have done. Those maps invariabiy 
run the line following the great gulfs which 
indent the coast, and which are taken to be 
the “ windings mentioned in -the treaty. 
If the British contention should be adopted 
it would be just as well for the United States 
to move out of the panhandle of Alaska, be- 
cause it would get little or nothing except the 
islands, few of which are worth anything. 
If the contention of the United States is 
adopted Great Britain will be no worse off 
than it ever has been. It will still retain 
the interior of the continent running up to 
the Arctic ocean, east of the l4lst meridian, 
and the only thing it will loge will be access 
from the sea, which it has never yet enjoyed, 
and which it never claimed up to within five 
years ago. If. its line is adopted, cutting 
all these inlets, it will have access to the 
Klondike and toll of the interior, and that 
access will be ba to citizens of the United 
States, except through the door of a Cana- 
dian custom house. | 


Point of the Dispute. 


Practically all of the present dispute, there- 
fore, turns upon the interpretation of the 
original treaty so far as it relates to the 
windings of the coast and to the mountain 
range which was supposed to exist ata short 


distance inland. There was some dispute as 


regards the starting point of the boundary 
line. The Russians originally claimed that 
the panhandle ran down to the Sist degree 
of latitude, but they abandoned the conten- 
tion for a coast south of the 56th degree, be- 
cause the United States and Great Britain 
were then disputing as,to the ownership of 
that very section. It may not be out of place 
to say that Great Britain got it. The treaty, 
therefore, in order to secure a point of de- 
parture, included Prince of Wales island as 


- Russian territory, and then ran the line up 


the Portland channel to the 56th degree of 
latitdaie. There was a dispute between the 
United States and Great Britain over the 
location of the Portland channel, growing 
out of a discrepancy between Vancouver's 
map and his description. There were several 
channels called Portland, but the lines of 
both the British and American boundaries 
now run nearly the same, although there is

Strength of American Case. 


When one takes into consideration the fact 
that the territory has been in the undis- 
puted possession first of Russia and then of 
the United States for nearly three genera- 
ttons, that the existing maps have been ac- 
cepted by all the world, and that Great Bri- 
tain if it had any rights in the first place has 
slept upon its privileges so long that it cannot 
assert them now, it seems as if no one could 
doubt the result of a fair arbitration of the 
dispute. Former Secretary of State John W. 
Foster, who was a member of the high joint 
commission which wregtied with the subject 
three years ago, formulated the American 
position into fifteen separate points, which’ 
indicate our argument more clearly than 
anything else I have ever seen, and which, 
accordingly, I give in full as the brief on the 
part of the United States of America: 

1. Soon after the treaty of 1825 the Russian 
government published a map claiming the 
strip of territory and all the interior waters 
of the sea inclosed by it. 

2. The Russian American company estab- 
lished forts and trading posts within the 
strip. 

3. By virtue of the lease cited, which wasa 
recognized assertion of its sovereignty, it 
temporarily transferred these forts and posts 
to the British company. | 

4. At the termination of the extended lease 
it reéntered and took possession and fre- 
mained in possession till the cession of Alas- 
ka to the United States. | 

hb. It received the allegiance of the native 
Indians inhabiting the strip, and exercised 
control and supervision over them. 


6. Immediately after the cession in 1867 


the department of state of the United States 
likewise caused a map to be published, set- 
ting forth the bounds of Alaska in accordance 
with the treaty of 1825, and the same claim as 
to the strip was thereon made as by Russia in 
its map of 1827. | 

7. Upon the transfer of Alaska a portion of 
the United States army was dispatched to 
occupy the territory and a detachment was 
stationed for some time on this strip of the 
mainland. | 

8. Since the cession postoffices and post 
routes have been established and maintained 
at various points on the strip. 

9. Custom houses have likewise been es- 
tablished and duties collected therein. 

10. Government and mission schools have 
been maintained, and notably so, for nearly 
twenty years, at the head of the Lynn canal. 

11, The revenue vessels of the United States 
have continuously since the date of the cas- 
sion patrolled the interior waters surrounded 
by the strip to enforce the revenue and other 
laws of the United States. | 

12. The naval and revenue vessels of the 
United States have for the same period ex- 
ercised acts of sovereignty over the Indian

it is the simple American home life of an 
American family. 

School hours are as stefn and inviolable 
laws to the children of the president as 
they are to any of the million schoolchildren 
of, the land. Bedtime is a fixed !aw, and it« 
is as unalterable as the code of the Medes. 
and Persians. By 1 o’clotk the .children 
have to be in bed—and that means must.® 

It is a strict rule that no one must be late 
for breakfast, and the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt set a model example inthis. No 
matter how heavy may have been their 
official duties the evening before they never 
break the family routine which demands 
their presence at 8 o'clock at breakfast, 

Mrs. Roosevelt is ihe discipiinarian who 
sees that the chiliren leave for school when 
the school bell rings. Even Quentin, who 
has a governess at hom2 in kindergarten 
work, is obliged to leave play for books ai the 
stroke of the clocii. 

Except on state occasions, the children, 
except Quentin, take lunch and dinner with 
their parents. It i§ only when the president 
dines formally that the children ale. 
cluded. When Gen. Wood, Senator L 3 
or men like them, who are friends of the 
family, dine with the president the children

She must be at 
her ease socially, dance gracefully, talk wit- 
tily, never be weary, cross, or unsmiling. 
Also she must have at least one accomplish- 
ment—singing, playing, reciting, or acting. 
It is an unfortunate or a stupid girl who 
is guiltless of a ‘“‘stunt”’’ of more or less 
elaborateness. On top of all this, the poor 
thing must have an aim in life—she must 
‘do something.” She may be a golf cham- 
pion or an author, provided it is something 
which differentiates her from her sisters. 

There are a few who do not comply with 

these demands upon them, either from in- 
ability or laziness, but they are the excep- 
tions. The average American young woman 
who has ordinary education and training 
can with equal ease and grace do anything 
from turning an ice cream freezer to leading 
a german. If girls fail to do all that is de- 
manded of them well, it is not their own 
fault so much as it is that of the world that 


demands it. 


The society girl is railed at because she 
is selfish and lazy, the college gir) because 
she is too energetic and intellectual, and the 
strictly domestic girl because her horizon is 
so limited. It would be discouraging to most 
people to try to satisfy such demands and 
criticisms, yet there are many girls who not 
only attempt but succeed in combining the 
virtues of these three different kinds of girls.

Details Gleaned by Investigation of : 


Child Labor Committee in 
New York. 


HE calcium light of scientific investi- 

gation has been turned on the 2,000 or 

3,000 messenger boys of New York the 

last few months and the state legis- 

lature will shortly receive a detailed 
feport of the seamy side of their lives. The 
lawmakers will be asked to pass a bill which 
will keep youngsters under 14 years out of 
the checkered service. 

The New York messenger boy is just about 
what one makes him. In the first place he 
is a boy—an intensely human boy, with the 
imp side of him a little accentuated, perhaps. 
His wits are sharpened by the constant 
Brushing which the world gives him, and 
when it comes to morals—well, he is no Sun- 
@ay school youngster. 

He is honest if one makes him so by know- 
ing in advance the price of things which one 
sends him out to buy and the office rates for 
the messages one asks him to deliver. If he 
simokes cigarets and drinks when he gets 
the chance he is doing what other boys of 
his station in life are likely to do. 

The investigation of his life by the child 
labor committee was carried om without 
his knowing anything about it untibkit was all 
over. Residents of twenty-three settlements 
in various parts of the city visited the homes 
of messengers and questioned mothers, fond 
and otherwise. The boys themselves furnish 
Gata in a score of cases. The results have 
sheen summarized in a report by Miss Helen 
Marot, who has charge of the investigation. 


Traveling a Sorry Road. 


More vividly interesting, however, are the 

feports on individual cases from a study of 
which Miss Marot deduced her conclusion 
— messenger boy is traveling a sorry 
road,

His father is the proprietor of a pros- 
perous fish market, and his elder brother 
works in a theater. |

Bustling Art Scenes. 


Y going down the hall of the institute, 

through the designing room, and into 

the sculpture gallery you will encoun- 

ter a scene more like an old foreign 
atelier than anything else on American soil. 
In a storehouse of the art work of former 
ages fifty pupils are at work. i 

Surrounded by a flock of them Mr; Webb 
will be showing them how to shape a vase 
on its way to being cast, burned, and paint- 
ed. The “throwing” of vases comes later. 
“Throwing ’’ them does not, as the word 
might imply, spoil their shape; it is shaping 
them on the potter’s wheel. 

Other young women have their hands deep 
in a smooth bucket of juicy white pudding, 
well-nigh irresistible to a born maker of 
mud pies. 

A bevy of sculptors are at work'over a 
towering soldiers’ monument, surrounded 
Ly scaffolding; Mr. Taft, its designer, on 
top in a white tunic; hard to tell for a mo- 
ment whether he is a part of the work or 
just ordinary flesh and blood. |. 

A crowd of workmen are putting together 
another of the great church doors, their 
unmistakable French faces in odd contrast 
with the majority of American ones. 

A self-asserting American eagle, squarely 
seated on a globe and supported bya cata- 
maran of Viking ships, all of a yellow tint, 
is a striking object, but mixed: in its 
dates and geography; though perhaps 
the Viking ships did meet the American 
eagle when they visited the contindnt cen- 
turies ago. If so, it must be admitted that 
the eagle not only got to the front but came 
out on top. 

That part of the work of sculpture which 
the orator loves to describe as ‘‘/liberat- 
ing the angel imprisoned in the marble” 
is already done in the reproduced bust of Gar- 
field, and the polishing is going forward. 
Too much polish, by the way, for the face 
has a glazed look. 

All this busy world of art under one vast 
roof! How amazed the first settlers, how 
shocked some of them at the scene! Doors 
crowded with saints, and crosses put up 
to be studied and admired; young women 
working with men at what is traditionally 
“men’s work,”’ instead of morning house- 
work, preserving and cleaning, and after- 
noons of knitting and sewing, which with 
well ordered women was once the only real 
work. The tender care with which some 
of our foremothers once coddled their hands 
are ended for those who now put them to 
paint and pottery.

kat Tons of Prunes. 


Crop Would Fill Train Reaching from 
Chicago to Buffalo. 


FRENCHMAN planted a prune tree 

out in California in 1870. lit was the 

only prune tree in the state. All the 

prunes used in the United States at 

ihat time came from France. But 

mow as a result of the prune tree that M. 

Peilar planted California every year ships 

enormous quantities of prunes not only to 
France but to ail European countries. 

The growth of the prune industry in Cali- 


fornia all came from Pellar's single tree. It: 


was found that the prune, which is a species 
of purple plum, throve on the Pacific coast, 
and that the hot, dry weather of the country 
brought out its full saccharine qualities. The 
first orchard was planted in the Santa Clara 
valley, just south of San Francisco, a region 
which is now the prune center of the state. 
It was only ten acres in extent, and began to 
yield in 1875. In four years the trees pro- 
duced $14,000 worth of fruit. 

The size of the prune crop in California ig 
s0 enormous that the most cynical boarder 
in any boarding house in Chicago would be 
surprised. In 1001 the state produced 150,- 


000,000 pounds of prunes, and the total crop. 


of the year just passed exceeded that of the 
preceding year by several thousand tone. If 
put into ten ton freight cars the California 
prune crop of 1902 would fill a train reaching 
from Chicago to Buffalo. a 

The American prune has found its way into 
the European markets for the reason that it 
is sweeter and pieasanter to the taste than 
the fruit raised there. The California prune, 
for instance, is dried wholly out of doors, for 
the long period of absolutely rainless weather 
which prevails in California from July 1 to 
Oct. 1 permits the drying trays to remain out 
of doors day and night. The French and 
other kinds of European prunes are dried in 
kilns for fear of exposure to rains, and the 
artificial heat fails to bring out all the rich 
of the pulp. | 

an , the county seat of Santa Clar 

county, is the chief prune center of Cals 
fornia, and in its mountain encircled valley 
there are 3,567,140 bearing prune trees. There 
are; besides, great orchards of apricot, cher- 
ry, peach, and olive trees, so that in this 
one county there are about 5,000,000 fruit 
trees. Fruit raising is carried on there on 
such a grand scale that for some orchards 
of prunes: thirty’ acres are required in the

The Ghost, By Gottfried Keller, 
[Translated by Prof. George C. Howland.] 


N the days of the first Napoleon, while I was 
studying law at the university, I formed the 
acquaintance of another student whom we all 
called Mannelin. I met him at the bank where 
we both received funds, and as our intimacy 
was soon noticed there, the banker, who used 
to Invite the students to dinner at his country 
home on Sunday, always invited us together. 
We soon came to be household friends, whose arrival, whether 
éxpected or unexpected, was always welcome.
